Notwithstanding 
strike ended on Oct. 23, and that the miners 
of Pennsylvania now have been at work 
a full month, a very considerable number 
of establishments in city continue to 
burn soft coal, laws to contrary not- 
withstanding. From a number of 
smokestacks in this city bitu- 
minous coal smoke poured forth in hope- 
less quantities, while many wholesale deal- 
ers in anthracite were grumbling in their 
offices because they could not sell 
hard coal. 

It should be 
of the domestic sizes of 
market is limited, but 
presence of a large quantity of steam sizes. 
The New York, Ontario and Western Rail- 
road has dumped seventy-five cars of 
steam coal into its storage places within 
the last week because of the absence of a 
market for this product. And yet the en- 
forcement of the ‘smoke nuisance” or- 
dinance is suspended large con- 
gumers declare themselves to 
fain the desired coal. 

The offender which 
plaint on the part of the public at large 
is the Manhattan Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany. The engines of that corporation 
continue to emit great clouds of black 
smoke, to ghe intense discomfort and dis- 
gust of travelers and of those having apart- 
ments, flats, and residences along the route 
of the road. 

The complaints against the Ninth Avenue 
line were particularly numerous and em- 
phatic yesterday. Passengers from Harlem 
reported that in going down town they 
were blinded and their clothing soiled by 
unusually frequent gusts smoke and 
cinders that poured into the cars. Many 
of the sufferers recalled the plaint of 
elevated railroad company while 
strike was in progress, when H. L. 
bert, who supplies the for the 
pany, offered to purchase any 
that might be brought to him at even $15 a 
ton. 

STEAM SIZES NOT 

Mr. Herbert himself

gf00n as possible. It was pointed out that 
the Manhattan Company use the 
steam sizes, but must have nut and furnace 
coal for its regular usage. 

The President of the Health Board, 
Ernest J. Lederle, said that he realized 
that the Manhattan Company was doing 
the best it could. 

New York City uses about 1,000,000 tons 
of coal a month during the Winter sea- 
son. About 6,500,000 tons come to this city 
in a year, and a large part of the supply 
is consumed during five months of Win- 
ter. At the present time about the regu- 
lar supply is coming to the New York mar- 
ket, according to expert coal men. That 
supply is represented by approximately 
the following figures for the daily ship- 
ment by the various roads: 
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Some 15,000 tons of this amount are re- 
shipped to New England. The remainder 
is New York's normal supply for home 
consumption. The only difference between 
the present and normal times is that deal 
ers have no oversupply accumulated dur- 
ing the Summer, and that thousands of 
consumers who would ordinarly have 
purchased their coal in the Summer, and 
would not be a burden upon the present 
supply, are forced to seek their coal now. 

A very large quantity of this coal that is 
now being shipped to New York is of the 
very small sizes—buckwheat, rice, and dust 
Many consumers who have been using soft 
coal during the strike are now refusing 
to buy this small coal. A representative of 
Dixon & Eddy, of 29 Broadway, which firm 
handles the New York sale of coal for the 
New York, Ontario and Western Railroad, 
had this to say yesterday of the existing 
situation: 

“We have been forced 
few days to turn back car after car 
steam coal for which we could find 
market. This fs offered at $1.75 a ton on 
board, and the freight charge is about 40 
cents a ton. During the last week we have 
*dumped’ seventy-five cars—o1 ibou 
15,000 tons of this coal. Consumers of 
all over this city are refusing this « 
and using soft coal, in spite of all city 
dinances. 

“The reason for 
sumers are trying to force the operators 
to reduce the price of these steam sizes 
from $1.75 a ton to the old price of $1.25; 
ton. As a result of the strike, the price of 
steam coal has gone up 50 cents, while 
soft coal has advanced about &2.50. A 
large number of consumers are paying this 
extra $2.50 for soft coal rather than pay 
the extra 50 cents for hard coal. They know 
that in the end they wil! have to buy the 
hard coal and that they would lose more 
by paying the extra 50 cents in the long 
run than an extra $2.50 now. Hence they 
are attempting to force the operators to 
reduce the figure on this steam coal now. 
Rather than make such reduction, the 
coal is being dumped daily.”’ 


SOME WASHERIES CLOSED. 


There was a similar of a greater 
supply than demand at the offices of the 
North American Coal Company, at 11 
Broadway. Nicholas Anthony, of that com- 
pany said that his company had been 
**dumping ”’ the small sizes of coal at its 
storage bins at Elizabethport for several 
days past, because the market would not 
take that coal.

Was so great that some washeries 
Bctually being closed down. Coal companies 
were finding that it paid better to devote 
their attention to the large sizes, and nearly 
all the large sizes of coal were being shipped 
to points adjacent to the great iakes. 
The operators maintain, it is said, that 
the Northern regions will soon be frozen 
up, while New York is always accessible. 
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Consequently, only about 20 per cent. of 
the normal suppply of the domestic coals 
is coming to this port at present. 

It was explained by one wholesale dealer 
that the reason the difficulty of disposing 
of the steam coals was so great was that 
the retail dealers still had in their yards 
a large quantity of bituminous coal which 
they had bought at high prices, and which 
they wished to dispose of before selling 
any anthracite. 

At the offices of Curtis & Blaisdell, retail 
dealers, who ‘supply many office build- 
ings, hotels, and factories, it was said 
that the supply of any kind of hard coal 
was exceedingly limited. There was plenty 
of soft coal, it was said, but anthracite 
was being supplied only to regular custom- 
ers and in reduced quantities. There was 
no opportunity of knowing just when the 
supply would be adequate, 

Health Commissioner Lederle said to a 
reporter for THE NEW YORK TIMEs yester- 
day that he realized that the time had come 
when the use of soft coal should be re- 


duced in the city. 

‘I am sending out notices every day 
now,” said Dr. Lederle. ‘' Persons who are 
still using soft coal are being notified that 
within five days the nuisance must be abat- 
ed or an explanation must be made to the 
Health Bureau. A large number of these 
notices were served on Saturday. Many 
more were sent out to-day. 

‘A list of sources of supply in .the city 
for anthracite is being compiled. I am 
having an investigation made into the 
quantity of coal which is on hand. If any 
one reports to me that he cannot get hard 
coal I shall inform him where it may be 
obtained. If he then fails to get it the 
case will be sent to the Corporation Coun- 
sel’s office. 

“We shall not attempt to enforce the 
smoke ordinance literally until we find that 
there is plenty of coal for everybody. I 
believe that this time will come very soon. 
I am heartily in sympathy with any meas- 
ure which can insure the immediate en- 
forcement of the law.” 


NEW TRIAL FOR COAL CASE. 


Dismissal of Suit for Short Weight Is 
Reversed. 


Justices Freedman, Blanchard, and Mc- 
Lean, sitting in the Appellate Term of 
the Supreme Court, have reversed a deci- 
of the Seventh District Municipal 
Court, which dismissed a suit brought by 
the City of New York against the firm of 
Henderson & Graham, coal dealers, to 
enforce a penalty of $50 for the sale of 
a ton of coal that was 130 pounds under- 
weight. The dealers, according to the 
higher court's decision, are Mable for the 
penalty. 

Henderson & Graham sold a ton of coal 
to a customer, who insisted on having 
the ton weighed under the provisions of 
the city charter, by which the weight of 
a ton of coal in New York City 
at 2,000 pounds. The coal was weighed 
on the scales of Thomas Thedford of 
Ninth Avenue, who is also a coal dealer, 
and whose scales are designated by 
Mayor as public scales for the weighing 
of coal. The ton was found to be 130 
pounds short. Suit was brought to recover 
the penalty. A new trial is now ordered.

Some of the 
members of the committee left earlier in 
the day. The mission of the independent 
operators to New York is best expressed 
in a statement made to-day by one of the 
representatives of the small companies, 
who said: 

‘The independent operator has no in- 
come beyond the profits derived from min- 
ing coal. When the mining of coal and the 
breaker is stopped his revenue also ceases, 
but the expense in maintaining the prop- 
erty goes on. The large companies, owned 
by the railroads, depend on their fre.s_ 
rates to maintain their collieries while in 
idleness. The independent companies are 
paying the miners as much now as they 
can afford, and if an increase in wages is 
granted by the large companies, the large 
companies must give the independents a 
lower freight rate to meet the increase in 
wages. 

“This is the mission of the committee. 
If they refuse to make a concession in 
freight rates or its equivalent then it is 
orebable the independent companies will 
nsist upon the whole matter being 
thrashed out before the commission. The 
indpendent companies feel they have a 
good case and are willing to leave it to 
the commission. Mr. Mitchell, in his tes- 
timony before the commission last week, 
said that $600 a year would be a fair Amer- 
ican standard of living wages. Some of the 
independent companies are paying an aver- 
age of over $700 a year, while the large 
companies are paying under those figures. 
Therefore, if a 10 per cent. increase is 
agreed upon, the amount of money to be 
paid to the men by the independents would 
be greater than that of the large com- 
panies.”’ 

The outlook for a settlement remains 
hopeful, in fact, more hopeful than ever. 
Conversations with attorneys, coal opera- 
tors, and mine workers show that all are 
wearying of the strife, and are willing 
to walve a point here and there in order 
to end the uncertainty of the situation and 
restore peace and harmony to the com- 
munity and the coal trade generaliy. 

There is some talk here of having Con- 

enact a law making a permanent 
Board of Arbitration of the Coal Strike 
Commission, but nothing definite in this 
line was done.

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SCHOOL TEACHER'S SUIT 
FOR CRIMINAL LIBEL. 


Mother of Two Pupils Wrote a Letter 
That Caused Trouble—Witnesses 
Describe a Ride in a Phy- 


Buggy. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Nov. 24.—Crowds 
besieged the County Courtroom to-day at 
the beginning of the trial of Mrs. Eliza 
Heath of Mamaroneck on the charge of 
criminal libel that had been preferred by 
Miss Anna L. Lynch. Mrs. Heath, wife of 
Thomas Heath, is the editor of the Mama- 
reneck Democrat and a member of the 
Citizens’ League. Miss Lynch is a public 
school teacher in Mamaroneck, and Dr. 
Adolph Hoerr, who appeared in the case, 
is the health officer of the town. 

Mrs. Heath failed to send two of her 
children to school, and she was visited by 
the truant officer, besides receiving a let- 
ter of protest from Principal A. J. Preston. 
Then Mrs. Heath wrote to Miss Lynch the 
letter that caused the trouble. She sent an- 
other letter to the Board of Trustees. In 
the letters she said that the reason her 
children did not go to school was that she 
did not consider Miss Lynch a proper per- 
Son to teach them. She asked Miss Lynch 
to resign. *‘ By God's grace you shall re- 
sign and reform,”’ she wrote to Miss Lynch. 
She was indicted in April last. 

Mrs. Susan Hurlbert, a friend of Mrs. 
Heath, who had copied the letters, when 
asked to testify about Dr. Hoerr and Miss 
Lynch, said:

“ Yes, but I never sat in a married man's 
lap,"’ was the reply. 

David H. Hunt, in his opening for the de- 
fense, said that the case involved the 
right of a mother to say whether or not a 
teacher against whom there may be sus- 
picion shall instruct her children. 

“Mrs. Heath was not moving around 
spreading slander,” he said, ‘She re- 
mained quiet until she was attacked. She 
personally had no objection to the teacher, 
but she had been informed by certain tax- 
payers that there was something against 
the teacher which prevented her from 
keeping her children longer in the school.”’ 

George Hurlbert testified that he had 
told the School Board that they had better 
go slow about re-engaging Miss Lynch as a 
teacher. He is a member of the Taxpayers’ 
Association, to which Mrs. He&th belongs. 

‘Is it not so that Miss Lynch sat on her 
sister’s lap and not on the doctor's?” he 
was asked. 

“She leaned toward the doctor, and I 
saw it with my own eyes.”

MAYOR BRADLEY RESIGNS. 


His Offer to Sell the Beach Front 
Without Restrictions Repeated. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ASBURY PARK, N. J., Nov. 24.—James 
A. Bradley, the founder of Asbury Park 
and its present Mayor, surprised the Board 
of Aldermen to-night by tendering his res- 
ignation, the same to take effect at once. 
With the resignation came an offer from 
Mr. Bradley to dispose of his beach front, 
pavilions, fishing plier, boardwalk, bath 
houses, riparian rights, and his extensive 
sewer system to the municipality for the 
sum of $150,000, with no restrictions at- 

tached to the proposed transfer. 

Alderman Kirkbride favored closing the 
deal at once. The sewer system and pa- 
vilions alone, he said, were worth the price 
asked for the entire property, and the city 
would be foolish if it did not snap up the 


barguin. 

Alderman Keator, however, insisted that 
eminent lawyers nad expressed the opinion 
that the beach front already belonged to 
the municipality, but he was willing to 
pay Mr. Bradley $150,000, providing he in- 
cluded his interests in Deal, Sunset, and 
Wesley Lakes in the transfer, together with 
several parks and squares scattered about 
the resort. 

Mr. Bradley's counsel said no doubt his 
client would agree to Mr. Keator'’s propo- 
sition, and the resignation and proposed 
transfer were laid over for one week. 


MAY EXPEL GUARDSMEN. 


Attorney General Decides the Schenec- 
tady Union, Which Ousted Potter, 
Was Within Its Rights. 


ALBANY, Nov. 24.—Attorney General 
Davies, in an opinion submitted .to Gov. 
Odell in the Potter case, holds that the 
State has no power to proceed against the 
Schenectady Painters’ Union for expelling 
Potter because of his membership in the 
National Guard. No charge can be brought 
against the union for conspiracy, as there 
is no proof that the union did anything 
more than notify Potter's employers that 
he was a non-union worker. 

It is believed that a bill will be intro- 
duced in the Legislature next year, making 
it a misdemeanor for any person to dis- 
criminate in any way against @ man be- 
cause he belongs to the National Guard.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 24.--The newspaper | 
criticisms of the Administration's recogni- 
tion of the Addicks faction in Delaware 
to-day provoked the following statement 
from the White House: 

“On his return to Washington the Pres- 
ident fou. i that some misapprehension ex- 
isted as to the reappointment of the 1it- 
ed States Attorney for Delaware and au- 
thorized the following statement regard- 
ing it: 

“Mr. Byrne 
United States 
Presiaent McKinley. 
knew him personally. 
the President he had rendered excellent 
service for the public good in more than 
one direction, and he had been a stanch 
supporter of the President when he ran 
for Governor, and afterward. He was re- 
ported by the Department of Justice as a 
fit and competent District Attorney, and 
the President hau entire confidence in his 
ability and integrity. He accepted the | 
nomination for Congress. Other District 
Attorneys and Marshals had accepted such 
nominations without being requesfed to 
resign, but in view of the factional fight in 
Delaware the President thought that Mr. 
Byrne should resign, which he accordingly 
did. When the election was over, the 
President reappointed him, without having 
given him the slightest previous indication 
that such was his intention. He would 
have been reappointed without regard to 
the circumstances under which he ran, or 
the faciuon with which he was allied.” 

While the President’s statement of his 
reasons for the reappointment is, of course, 
considered final so far as Mr. Roosevelt is 
concerned. much surprise is felt that his 
intimate friend and politcal manager, Post- 
master General Payne, should have so 
completely misunderstood the President's 
action in the case. Shortly before the 
President went away on his | 
bear hunt there were rumors that the Ad- | 
diclis faction was to be recognized, and | 
Mr. Adaicks himself was summoned here to 
confer with Mr. Payne, who is the official 
to whom all purely political questions are 
delegated. Mr. Payne, for instance, had 
charge of the removal of Internal Revenue 
Collector Bingham of Alabama, although 
Mr. Bingham was en employe of the Treas- 
ury Department, and it was the Postmaster 
General who gave out for publication the 
President’s reasons for making the remov- 
al, Secretary Shaw said nothing about It. 

Mr. Addicks told Mr. Payne that he felt 
his faction should be recognized and Mr 
Byrne reappointed, because at the recent 
election in Delaware the Addicks people 
cast 13,000 votes, whereas the anti-Ad- 
dicks or ‘“‘ regular ’”’ Republicans cast only 
8,0uWv. Mr. Payne was impressed with the

The next day Mr. Byrne was reappointed, 
and a seml-official statement from the 
Administration gave as the reason for the 
reappointment the same one which had 
been given by Mr. Addicks in conference 
with Mr. Payne, and subsequently by cuir.

WASHINGTON, Noy. 24.—Representative 
Tawney of Minnesota, a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, said to-night 
he would favor any measure recommend- | 
ed by the President for the regulation of 
trusts. 

“The paramount idea in the politics of 
my section,’’ said he, ‘‘is tariff revision 
We have been passing through an era of 
great development in manufacturing, dur- 
ing which there has been a remarkable in- 
crease of efficiency of methods.

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FATAL LABOR RIOTS 
IN HAVANA’S STREETS 


Two Strikers Killed and Eighty-two 
Persons Wounded. 


Number of Policemen Among the Latter 
—Rioters Under Control Last Eve- 
ning After President Palma 
Took Drastic Action. 


HAVANA, Nov. 24.—As the result of 
conflicts between the police and the men 
on strike here to-day, two strikers are dead 
and eighty-two other persons are wounded. 
Five of the latter, one being a Lieutenant 
ef Police, whose throat was cut by @& 
striker, have injuries of a serious nature. 
Eight other policemen are wounded. 

The police have the rioters well under 
control this evening, but every precaution 
is being taken to prevent a further out- 
break of disorder to-night, and all the po- 
lice and rural guards in the suburbs have 
been summoned to concentrate in Havana. 

The strike, which at first only concerned 
the cigarmakers, became general this morn- 
ing by the calling out of all trades in sym- 
pathy with the cigarmakers. All the 
tradespeople closed their doors this morn- 
ing, clerks, cooks, and every class of work- 
men having obeyed the command of the 
union except the motormen and conductors 
of the electric cars, who refused to join in 
the general strike. 

Trouble began early in the morning by 
the holding up of the electric cars by the 
strikers, whose wrath was naturally di- 
rected against the street railroad employes. 
Several cars were held up and stoned in the 
outskirts of the city, and the passengers 
were compelled to walk into Havana, 
among these being the British and German 
Ministers. 

Several were wrecked and some 
motormen and conductors were injured 
during these occurrences. The carmen, 
however, continued running their cars until 
10 o'clock, when Superintendent Greenwood 
ordered a suspension of traffic. The em- 
ployes were willing to remain at work, but 
the of the company, in order to 
protect the property, deemed it wise to 
suspend the service.

Odell has been to reduce the 
assessable property in New York City, and 
the outgrowth of the Governor's policy to 
exempt certain corporations from local tax- 
ation is the scheme which is now proposed 
by the Fusion administration to assess all 
property in New York City at its full value. 

“The city officials, charged with the 
conduct of the finanelal affairs of the 
Municipal Government, doubtless realize 
that unless they find some means of rais- 
ing additional revenue they will not have 
enough money to carry out the extensive 
city tmprovements which are projected. 
Of course, it is claimed that the plan to 
assess property at its full value does not 
contemplate the raising of additional reve- 
rue, but past experience in New York and 
elsewhere tends to show that wherever 
the power to tax is given to a municipality 
excuse is always found for the exercise of 
that power to the full extent. 

“New York could get along very well if 
all the revenue to which it is entitled in 
equity were given to it and not diverted 
from the city for the benetit of the State 
at large. 

“There is no justice in giving to 
State a iarge part of the excise revenue 
raised in the city of New York. The ex- 
istence of saloons means an added expense 
to the City Government in the way o 
relice protection. Inasmuch as the State 
Goes not share this expense with the city, 
the city ought not to be compelled to share 
the revenue raised from these places with 
the State. That, I think, will be the posi- 
ticn taken by the Democrats at the coming 
session of the Legislature.”

SAYS HE IS THE SLASHER. 


Hospital Patient Admits Mysterious 
Bath Beach Cutting, but Says It 
Was in Self-Defense. 


Charles Frederick Roth, now in the Ger- 
man Hospital, Brooklyn, yesterday con- 
fessed that he is the man who on the 
night of Nov. 13 attacked with a knife three 
men who were protecting Mrs. William R.

Conmissioners of Accounts Russell and 
Owens sent to Mayor Low yesterday a re- 
port, covering 150 typewritten pages, giving 
in detail all the competitive and exempt 
places in the Municipal Government of the 
city. The report shows that there are 
45,209 officials on the city pay rolls. Of

SALTILLO A BIT OF ITALY. 


Northern Mexico as a Health Resort— 
Influx of New York Capital Due 
to Cheap Labor. 


Special Correspondence THE NEW YORK TIMES 

SALTILLO, Mexico, Nov. 11.—The trav- 
eler who should wake up suddenly from a 
prolonged nap and find himself on a train 
entering Saltillo could searcely fail to be- 
Heve that he was in Southern Italy. The 
people lounging near white-walled, low 
houses, gardens fringed with tall 
trees and beset with the ‘Spanish bayo- 
net,” might seem a trifle dark in complex- 
ion, but they lounge in the same way, have 
the same frowsy black hair, pathetic black 
eyes, bright shawls or wraps. And the in- 
tense blue sky, the purple and violet hills 
east and west, with lovely soft outlines, the 
tangle of cornfield and orchard and vine- 
yard in the gardens would make him vote 
the place Italy, and Italy of the Neapoli- 
tan region in especial. But how 
that with Pullman cars and negro porters 
and with conductors so intensely North 
American that they would be spotted for 
natives of the United States if you met 
them on the famous bridge of Constanti- 
nople or in Piccadilly? 

The elevated plateaus through which 
the Mexican National winds have in gen- 
eral a climate which will in time make 
them a Summer residence for North Ameri- 
cans of the Central and Seaboard States, 
but Saltillo seems to unite more desirable 
points than any other one spot between 
Mexico City and the Rio Grande. In the 
Summer months it rains once a day ata 
given hour; the rest of the year all is lively 
mountain air and blue sky. With the wid- 
ening of the gauge from narrow to broad 
now nearing completion, this region is go- 
ing to be ‘* discovered’ by those in searcn 
of health and beautiful, restful scenery, | 

The extent to which modern Mexico is 
beholden to American energy and capital is 
partially realized in a town like Monterey, 
where the horizon from the railway is dot- 
ted with factory chimneys and the Ameri- 
eans from the States form a large and im- 
portant section of the inhabitants. Smelt- 
ing works, brick kilns, and other industries 
are entirely in Yankee hands; and if Mon- 
terey cannot boast of the perfection of cli- 
mate fairly to be credited to Saltillo, since 
it lies much lower, yet the sulphur baths 
in its neighborhood and the hunting and 
shooting obtainable within a day's journey 
make it a place not without its attractions. 

Not far from Monterey the best coal yet 
discovered in Mexico is being mined on a 
large scale by the Mexican Coal and Coke 
Company at Las Esperanzas, in the State 
of Coahuila, near another coalfield which 
was worked fully twenty years ago, but 
with poor results owing to the slaty quality 
of the coal. According to a report by Ed- 
win Ludlow at the Mexican meeting of the 
American Institute of Mining Engineers, 
the nine-foot seam ylelds a soft bitumin- 
ous coking coal.

Then there were 
various minor statements, from the Haw- 
ley-Harriman interests, from the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company, and a few others. 
These followed each other in such rapid 
succession that Wall Street stood bewil- 
dered, not knowing whom to believe and 
in the meantime the stock of the company 
fluctuated nervously up and down, accord- 
ing to which way the fortunes of this war 
of words seemed temporarily to be turn- 
ing. 

Opening at 82%, it showed weakness, but 
soon went up with a rush to 86%, then back 
to 85, and up again to 87, closing finally at 
85% bid. 

MR. GOULD’S CIRCULAR. 

The circular from Mr. Gould announcing 
that his name had been used without au- 
thority was addressed to the stockholders 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, 
and read as follows: 

During a recent absence from the city, I 
tained that my name had been used in a circu- 
lar dated Nov, 10, requesting your proxies, 
This call was made without my knowledge, 
sent, or avthority, neither the circular 
nor the form of proxy therewith inclosed huving 
been submitted to me. On my return to the 
city, I promptly disavowed all responsibility for 
such call and prexies, I, therefore, request that 
all proxies bearing my name and executed in 
response to such circular be revoke: ; 

As. however, I own and control a substantial 
interest in your company, I invite your co-opera 
tion at the comjng election of Directors and in- 
clcese a form of proxy by signing which you will 
revoke any former proxy signed by you and will 
intrust the representation of your interests to 
my associates ard myself on the assurance that 
your proxy will be used for the election of 
Directors who will conduct the business of your 
company with the sole purpcse of protecting 
the interests of its stockholders,

As soon as this statement was made pub- 
lic E. H. Harriman and Edwin Hawley au- 
thorized a statement, in which they said 
that, ‘‘ in view of a misunderstanding as to 
Mr, Gould’s desire to join in the request 
heretofore made for proxies covering stock 
ot the Colorado Fuel and iron Company, 
they requested new proxies in lieu of those 
heretofore signed, and which had included 
Mr. Gould’s name, : 

This statement was all that the Harri- 
man-Hawley faction would say until late at 
night, when they made public a long state- 
ment regarding the matter. In the mean- 
time Wall Street was guessing what it was 
all about, and what it all meant. A few 
pessimistic prophets pretended to see in this 
disagreement between Gould and Harriman 
the first sign of a coming rupture which 
would break up the so-called ‘** community 
of interests,’ which these men are known 
to have in many and vast enterprises. A 
representative of the Harriman interests 
made it clear that this was not to be feared, 
It was plain, however, that Mr. Harriman 
was angry ‘clean through,”’ for the way 
he expressed himself to some friends on 
the way over from his office to Hawley’'s 
office was by no means equivocal, 

UNUSUAL PROXY CLAUSE. 

According to a representative of the Gould 
faction, there is in the proxies originally 
sent out by Edwin Hawley and EF. H. Har- 
riman, and to which George J. Gould's 
name was added, a clause which practically 
puts no limit on the litigation and expense 
in which the parties giving the proxy may 

r a 
be involved. This clause was declared to 
be a very unusual one, and, according to 
some, was the real cause of the misunder- 
standing. 

Hornblower, Byrne, Miller & Potter, who 
drew this proxy, replying to this criticism, 
authorized the following explanation: 

The provision is the usual provision inserted in 
proxies wherever there is any chance of its be- 
ing necessary to enforce the rights of the stock- 
holders by suit. At the former election the 
rights of the stockholders were denied, but the 
Hawley-Harriman committee are determined to 
obtain the rights of the stockhclders at the elec- 
tion to be held on the 10th of December. 

The Proxy Committee do not intend to and have 
agreed not to call upon the stockholders to par- 
ticipate in any expense which may be incurred in 
enforcing their rights at the coming election, 
through litigation or otherwise 

The announcement that the firm had 
drawn the proxy confirmed the impression 
which Wall Street has had for some time, 
that John W. Gates and the Hawley-Har- 
riman factions were working together, for 
the firm has represented Mr. Gates from 
the beginning in his fight for the control 
of this property, but even last week one 
of the firm declared that they had no in- 
terest in the Hawley faction.

HARRIMAN-GATES CONFERENCE.

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OUTRAGES IN MACEDONI 


Reports That the Agitation Is End- 
ed Were Untrue. 


| Family of a Village Headman Bayoneted 
by Revolutionists — Frequent En- 
counters with Armed Bands.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—In spite of the 
comforting assurances that the Macedo- 
nian agitation is ended, says a dispatch 
from Salonika to The Times, numerous 
armed bands continue to hold their 
ground in the more inaccessible dis- 
tricts and sporadic disturbances are con- 
stantly reported. ; 

In the course of the last fortnight 
there have been four encounters in the 
Strumitza district between Bulgarian 
bands and troops of gendarmes. A. few 
were killed or wounded on both sides. In 
two instances the villagers fled and 
their homes were plundered during their 
absence. 

In another district brigands captured 
and pillaged a village. The only result of 
this outrage was that twenty-seven of 
the villagers were arrested and taken to 
Salonika. 

In the Salonika district an attack was 
made on the house of the headman of a 
Village. He escaped, but his wife and 
two sons and two daughters were bay- 
oneted by emissaries of the Macedonian 
Committee disguised as gendarmes. 

A band of 400 men attempting to in- 
vade Turkish territory from Bulgaria 
Was repulsed with considerable loss. The 
invaders wore Bulgarian uniforms. 

Another band raided a Bulgarian vil- 
lage in the Petritch district, which is ob- 
noxious to the revolutionaries because it 
is subject to the jurisdiction of the Pa- 
triarchate. One of the principal inhab- 
itants was killed and two others were 
wounded. 


A RUSSIAN WRITER 
WARNS THE AMEER. 


Says If He Becomes a Tool of the Brit- 
ish Afghanistan Is Likely to Lose 
Its Independence. 


LONDON Timps—NEW YorRK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, Nov. 25.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of The Times says 
that the Viedomosti publishes a long ar- 
ticle on Afghanistan which seems to re- 
produce the views held in competent 
Russian quarters. 

The writer of the article is well in- 
formed, says the correspondent, but in 
referring to Lord Cranborne’s recent 
Statement he completely ignores Russia’s 
assurance that she regarded Afghanistan 
as outside her sphere of influence. 

The article says that the present state 
of affairs is an anomalous one, and that 
it can scarcely be possible to continue 
an arrangement making the Government 
of India the necessary medium for com- 
munication between Russia and the 
Ameer. The writer warns the Ameer 
that it would be disastrous for him to 
allow himself to become the tool of Brit- 
ish diplomacy. If he did so a British- 
Russian conflict would soon extinguish 
the independence of Afghanistan, which 
might also disappear if British-Russian 
differences were settled amicably. 

The Times’s correspondent says the 
writer of the article appears to believe 
the reports of Russian attempts to com- 
municate with the Ameer directly, and 
Says that this throws doubt on the Rus- 
sian assurances to the British Foreign 
Office. 


The attempt on the part of Russia to 
communicate directly with the Ameer re- 
ferred to the foregoing was reported in a 
recent dispatch from the Calcutta cor- 
respondent of The London Times. 

The correspondent said that an Afghan 
merchant named Mirza Ghulam Mohamed, 
who had just arrived in Calcutta from 
Kabul, stated that on Sept. 5 the Ameer 
called a durbar and read aloud a letter 
from the Russian Government saying that 
the time had come for closer commercial 
relationship between the two countries. 
The Afghans had nothing to fear from 
Russia, and she therefore requested the 
Ameer to throw open to Russian car ns 
the route between Khaushk and Herat,‘a&so 
that between Khushk and Kabul. The /et- 
ter added that the matter had already Been 
laid before the British Government, and 
it was hoped that the Ameer would agree 
and strengthen Russia's hands. 

Having read the letter aloud, the Ameer 
called for opinion on it. One nobleman 
proposed that the bearer of the letter 
should be beaten. 

The Ameer rebuked the nobleman and 
caused a reply to be written saying that 
the matter was of the utmost importance, 
and he was willing to discuss it, bi 
was impossible in a moment to change the 
whole tenor of Afghan policy. All future 
communications to him must be made 
through the Indian Government according 
to the precedent of the late Ameer. 

This report caused something of a sensa- 
tion in England, as Russia had just asked 
the British Foreign Office to be allowed to 
do what she apparently did without wait- 


ing for permission.

AMERICAN INVESTIGATION 
INTO THE GORE TRAGEDY. 


Independent Inquiry Ordered by Consul 
General Gowdy—De Rydzewski Re- 
leased Provisionally. 


PARIS, Nov. 24.—The Gore case has as- 
sumed an international aspect by the action 
of Consul General Gowdy in following out 
the instructions of the State Department 
at Washington and appointing a commis- 
sion, composed of four American doctors 
residing in Paris, to conduct an independ- 
ent post-mortem examination. 

The American officials believe that an 
independent autopsy will establish the fact 
that the range of the revolver was al- 
most horizontal, thus indicating a direct 
shot from an aimed weapon. The United 


States Consulate staff is also taking the 
depositions of witnesses independent of 
ye taken by the French officials. 

The tragedy was presented in a dramatic 
aspect to-day, when the French officials, a 
day before the formality was expected, 
took de Rydzewski to the scene of the 
death of Mrs. Gore and compelled him to 
re-enact every detail of the affair, this 
being done under the practice of the French 
law which requires the “ reconstitution ”’ 
of the tragedy in the presence of officials 
under exactly the same conditions as those 
under which it was originally enacted. 

The chamber was arranged as on the 
night of the fatality, and the same weapon 

was placed in de Ry dzew ski’s hand for him 
to act out his version. As far as is known, 
the prisoner went through the ordeal with 
fortitude, without wavering from his first 
story of the accidental fall of the revolver. 

As a result of to-day’s examination the 
examining Magistrate decided to set De 
Rydzewski at liberty provisionally, and this 
has been done. 

M, Paquet, on behalf of Mr. Gowdy, has 
applied to the Magistrate for possession of 
the body. The Magistrate offered every 
facility, and ordered that the body be 
turned over to the United States officials, 
the only reservation being that it be not re- 
moved from the Morgue until after the sec- 
ond autopsy, owing to the requirements of 
the French law. Thereupon the commis- 
sion of American doctors arranged to per- 
form their autopsy at the Morgue to-mor- 
row morning. 

Owing to the time which will be required 
for the second autopsy, the funeral has 
been postponed until Wednesday. It will 
take place in the American Church, in the 
Rue de Berri. The Rev. Dr. E. J. Thurber 
will officiate. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The State De- 
partment has received a telegram from a 
Mr. Stoydill, who says he is the brother of 
Mrs. Gore. He requests the department to 
cause a thorough investigation to be made 
into the woman’s death, and also to see 
that her body is properly interred. Mr. 
Stoydill’s telegram is dated at Republic, 
Washington. 

The department has advised United States 
Consul General Gowdy of the request. 


REPORTS ABOUT THE CZAR. 


Influence of Philipp, the Mesmerist, Be- 
lieved to be Broken—Abdication 
Rumor Repeated. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 24.—The latest 
reports about Philipp, the mesmerist, who 
is said to have had the Czar completely 
under his influence, are that he was for- 
merly a French physician, and that he is 
a naturalized American. He has been in 
Russia for about a year, living in the homes 
of two Montenegrin Princesses who married 
Russians, 

It is added that the Czar granted to Phil- 
ipp the right to practice medicine in Rus- 
sia and to wear the épaulettes of a military 
surgeon of the rank of a Councillor of 
State, which equals that of a General. 
Finally, it is asserted that the Court physi- 
cian, Dr. Ott, went to Livadia and suc- 
ceeded in persuading the Czar to forbid 
Philipp to treat the Czarina, and the de- 
parture of the Ministers of War, of the 
Interior, and of Finance from Livadia is 
interpreted as a sign that Philipp’s in- 
fluence has been broken. It is also said 
that these Ministers jointly presented a 
report to his Majesty discrediting Philipp; 
that the Czar defended Philipp, and that he 
resented what he classed as interference 
~ a, his persona! affairs, but finally yield- 
e 

This is looked upon in some quarters as 
evidence that the optimistic statements on 
the subject of the Czar’s mental condition 
require modification. 

Numerous persons who have returned 
from Livadia within the past three days 
assert that the Czar has been moody and 
disgusted because his early hopes of intro- 
ducing a happier régime in Russia were 
frustrated by the reactionists, whose in- 
timidation fmposed a distasteful rdéle upon 
him. His Majesty is also said to be in gen- 
uine fear that his abdication will be de- 
manded, which fear was strengthened by 
the sudden return of the Heir Presumptive, 
the Grand Duke Michael, and the latter’s 
demonstrative public appearances. Per- 
sons knowing the Czar assert that if he 
were forced to choose between the throne {| 
and domestic happiness he would abdicate. 

The acceptance of the lucrative but unim- 
portant administratorship of Apanages by 
the Czar’s bosom friend, Prince Obolensky, | 
is interpreted as “‘ going to cover”’ before 
possible changes which might destroy the 
value of the Prince’s personal influence. 

In any case, the Ministers’ departure 
from Livadia possibly indicates that the 
crisis is past.

Duke Vladimir, uncl@ of the Czar, to the 
throne, in the event of the Czar's abdica- 
tion and the death of his brother, the

OULOOK IN IRELAND 


Conciliatory Speeches by Lord 
Dudley and Mr. Redmond. 


The Latter Says the Political Situation 
Has Recently Undergone an Ex- 
traordinary Change. 


LONDON, Nov. 25.—Speeches which were 
delivered yesterday by the Earl of Dud- 
ley, (the new Lord Lieutenant of Ireland) 
and by John E. Redmond, the Irish leader, 
have aroused much comment, as striking 
a more hopeful note of conciliation in re- 
gard to the Irish question. 

Lord Dudley, accompanied by the Count- 
ess, Was making an official visit to Belfast, 
and in reply to the speeches delivered at his 
reception he declared that he had come to 
ireland with the same spirit of impartial 
inquiry that animatd Mr. Chamberlain in 
going to South Africa 


Proceeding to deal with the land question 
as the crux of the Irish problem, he sug- 
gested that a sort of round-table confer- 
ence of representatives of the landlords, 
tenants, and other interests in Ireland 
should be held, to endeavor to arrive at a 
mutual understanding, and possibly some 


scheme for the good of Ireland and the in- 
creased happiness of her people. 

Whiie Lord Dudley was speaking at Bel- 
fast Mr. Redmond was making an equally 
conciliatory speech at a demonstration of 
the London branches of the United Irish 
League at Bermondsey. He was intensely 
gratified, he said, to find on returning from 
the United States that the political situa- 
tion in Ireland was more hopeful than he 
had known it for twenty-five years, 

While all rumors of Irish ‘“ deals’ with 
the Government were untrue, the political 
situation in Ireland had undergone an ex- 
traordinary and radical change, and he be- 
lieved that no English Minister since the 
Union had had such a chance as the Irish 
Secretary (George Wyndham) now had. 
The time had arrived, as it did in every 
struggle, when the combatants had grown 
tired of the contest and were taking coun- 
sel as to whether it could not be brought 
to a satisfactory end. 

For the first time in Irish history, add- 
ed Mr. Redmond, the majority of the land- 
lords were speaking words of good sense, 
conciliation and reason. The tenants were 
united, and a moderate and quite limited 
use of the imperial credit would enable a 
settlement of the land question to be 
brought about. 

At the same time, concluded Mr. Red- 
mond, this would not affect the aspira- 
tions of the Irish people for home rule, and 
he warned the Government that if last _ses- 
sion’s Land bill were reintroduced the.Irish 
members would “ fight it line by line.”’ 

The Daily News, in connection with the 
speech made by Lord Dudley, publishes a 
report that the Government intends to deal 
with the relations of Dublin Castle with the 
Irish administration, and that it is consid- 
ering a project which is not dissimilar to 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain's original 
plan of National Councils. 


SUGAR CONVENTION APPROVED 
BY HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Brussels Treaty Confirmed by a Major- 
ity of 78—Speech by Colonial Sec- 
retary Chamberlain. 


LONDON, Nov. 25.—After a lengthy de- 
bate the House of Commons last night 
passed a resolution approving the action of 
the British Government in signing tne 
Brussels sugar convention by 213 votes to 
136. 

The House and galleries were crowded in 
anticipation of the discussion. Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain, who sails on his 
mission to South Africa to-day, was the 
centre of. attraction, and he made the 
speech of the evening. Party lines were 
not observed during the debate, several 
Unionist. Members supporting Sir William 
Harcourt’s amendment censuring the Goy- 


ernment for its action. 
The possible attitude of the United States 


Government on this question entered large- 
ly into the debate. Thomas Shaw, Liberal, 
maintained that in order to live up to the 
terms of the convention Great Britain 
would be compelled to enforce countervail- 
ing duties against the United States and 
Russia, with the result that the West In- 
dies would be robbed of their best customer, 
as the United States now took four-fifths 
of the West Indian produce, 

Mr. Chamberlain, who, on rising to make 
his last speech prior to his South African 
trip, was loudly cheered, declared that 
Great Britain must carry out its fiscal sys- 
tem in its own way, without the slightest 
reference to the opinion of foreign coun- 
tries. The abnegation of the Government's 
attitude at the sugar conference, he said, 
would be a breach of international faith. 
The abolition of the sugar bounties was 
merely a matter of common justice to the 
West Indies, while, at the same time, such 
action restored the relations between oapi- 
tal and labor and production and exchange 
to their natural condition. He maintained 
that even if the pecuniary sacrifice that 
those in Great Britain might make in pay- 
ing a trifle more for their sugar were twice 
as great, they were still bound to abolish 
the bounties and to relieve the West In- 
dies on the grounds of national honor and 
of justice to all parts of the Empire. 


THE KAISER TO ATTEND 
HERR KRUPP’S FUNERAL. 


Estate of the Dead Ironmaster May 
Amount to $150,000,000—Revenues 
to Go to the Widow. 


BERLIN, Nov. 24.—Emperor William will 
attend Herr Krupp’s funeral, which will 
take place from the little old house where 
the ironmaster’s father lived poorly while 
striving to cast the first steel gun. 

The will of Herr Krupp. according to a 
semi-authoritative statement, provides that 
the works shall not be turned into a joint 


stock company for twenty-five years. In 
the meantime the revenues of the whole 
property will go to the widow, and after 
her death to the elder daughter. 

The value of the estate, estimated by 
bankers who were connected with Herr 
Krupp, is $75,000,000. This does not include 
securities owned by the deceased outside 
of his manufacturing plants, which may 
possibly amount to as much more. 

The physicians who were in attendance 
upon Herr Krupp have drawn up a state- 
ment, which for the present is kept secret, 
but it is understood that it declares he 
, died from apoplexy. 

It aprears that after Herr Krupp re- 
gained ccorscicusness on Saturday he’ in- 
sisted on discussing with his solicitor, Herr 
Korn, the presecution of newspapers for 
publishing accusations against him, and 
that thereupon the second, fatal stroke 
followed.

WATER SUPPLY INQUIRY | JOHN 1. BLAIR ESTATE SUIT. 


Mayor Low Names Three En- 
gineers to Investigate. 


Prof. Burr of Columbia, Who Aided 
Controller Coler, Rudolph Gerring, 
and John H. Freeman Appointed. 


Mayor Low announced the appointment 
yesterday of three engineers to make a re- 
port on the sources of water supply for 
Greater New York in accordance with 
the request of Commissioner Monroe of the 
Water Supply Department. The commit- 
tee consists of Prof. William H. Burr of 
Columbia University, Rudolph Gerring of 
70 Broadway, Manhattan, and John H. 
Freeman of Providence, R. I. The state- 
ment appointing the commission issued by 
Mayor Low follows: 

“It is intended to ask these engineers to 
give all the necessary information with ref- 
erence to every available watershed in suf- 
ficient detail to enable the city to know as 
to each one, how much water can be had, 
how long it will take to get it, and how 
much it will cost per 100,000,000 gallons. 
With this information in hand, it ought to 
be possible for the city authorities to de- 
cide what is the best thing to do. 

“The commission will be instructed to 
give equal attention to the stoppage of 
waste. There is no disposition to under- 
value the importance of such an inquiry as 
to waste, but it is clear that both branches 
of the inquiry should be carried on at the 
same time. 

“Any enlargement of the water supply of 
New York, upon a scale that will suffice 
for the growth of the city even for a few 
years, will demand a large outlay of time, 
even after the plans have been developed 
and adopted. Any saving that can be made 
by the stoppage of waste will also take 
time and cost a great deal of money, and 
the plans, even when prepared and adopt- 
ed, can only be carried into effect grad- 
ually. 

“ Prof. Burr is a construction engineer of 
wide experience and great ability. He has 
recently served upon the Isthmian Canal 
Commission. Mr. Gerring is a hydraulic 
engineer of very high standing who has al- 
ready given much time to a study of the 
subject, and is besides specially equipped 


for the service in being an authority on fil- 
tration, a subject that may prove to be 
important in connection with the work of 
the commission. Mr, Freeman is also ex- 
ceedingly well informed on the subject at 
large, having made the investigation that 
was inaugurated by Mr. Coler when he was 
Controller of the city. In addition to the 
information collected at that time by Mr. 
Freeeman and by the engineers of the Mer- 
chants’ Association, a large amount of 
surveying has been done in the meanwhile 
by the Department of Water Supply, so 
that as to one or two of the most important 
sources of supply very full data wil! be at 
the commission's service immediately. It 
need scarcely be added that the Water De- 
partment will co-operate with the commis- 
sion to the fullest extent.” 

Mr, Freeman, who has been selected by 
the Mayor as a member of the commission, 
is the Rhode Island engineer whom former 
Water Commissioner Dougherty desired to 
appoint chief engineer in his department, 
but owing to the opposition of the Board of 
Aldermen to his appointment, or to appro- 
priating money to pay Freeman’s salary as 
chief consulting engineer, his appointment 
was abandoned.

lor Emery, sitting as a Judge in the Pre- | 


rogative Court, to-day heard testimony in 
the suit brought by De Witt Clinton Blair, 
sole executor and trustee of the estate of 
Blair of Blairstown, N. J., for a 
construction of Mr. Blair’s will The de- 
fendants are Charles, Arthur, Isabeila, and 
Anna Scribner, grandchildren of the tes- 
tator. 

In his will Mr. Blair left certain bonds 
and stocks to his grandchildren, He desig-

When he 
drew the will all the designated bonds and 
stocks were in his possession, but after his 
death it was found that many of them had 
been disposed of. : 

The executor claims that the grandchil-

Gov. Odell Considers Proposition to be 
Submitted to the Legislature— 
Waterway’s Proposed Route. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Nov. 24.—Gov. Odell to-day 
held a conference with Major Thomas 
W. Symons of Buffalo and Abel E. 
Blackmer, counsel for the New York 
Produce Exchange, regarding a prop- 
Osition which will be submitted to the 
Legisiature in connection with the con- 
struction of a one-thousand-ton barge 
canal at a cost of $80,000,000. The Gov- 
ernor said that both of his callers request- 
ed that he strongly urge the Legislature _to 
take prompt action in the matter. No 
definite action was taken. 

As outlined, the canal will take the 
course of the Hudson River from Albany 
to Waterford. The sloop lock in the Troy 
dam will be enlarged to meet the require- 
ments of the big Erie Canal locks. At 
this city a big lock will be installed to 
take in the lumber district here. 

From Waterford the canal will cut across 
country and join the Mohawk River above 
the Cohoes Falls. From that point to 
Rome the Mohawk River will be used; 
thence it will be carried on through 
Oneida Lake and River to Three Rivers 
to a point below Syracuse, where Oneida, 
Seneca, and Oswego Rivers join. The 
canal will then be carried along the Sen- 
eca River to a point east of Clyde, Wayne 
County, and from that point the improved 
canal will follow the course of the present 
Erie Canal to Buffalo, with modificiations 
at various bends. 

The canal will run just to the north of the 
centre of Utica and through the flats; will 
go to the south of Rochester by a mile and 
a half, reaching the city through the Gene- 
see River. The Oswego Canal will be im- 
proved from Three Rivers to take a thou- 
Sand-ton barge tu Oswego and Lake On- 
tario, the Oswego River being utilized at 
places, a spur being built from the outlet 
of Onondaga Lake to Syracuse, where a 
fine harbor will be constructed. The new 
Erie and Oswego Canal, under the plans, 
will have a depth of twelve feet, where it 
now has but nine under the 1895 improve- 
ment act, and seven feet in other sections. 
The plan will do away with sixteen locks 
at Cohoes and the five locks at Lockport 
will be reduced to two. 


OPPOSE MORMON CANDIDATE. 





Salt Lake Ministerial Alliance Protests 
Against Reed Smoot’s Endeavor 
to Enter the Senate. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Nov. 24.—The 
Ministerial Alliance of Salt Lake to-day 
adopted resolutions strongly opposing the 
proposed election to the United States 
Senate of Reed Smoot, one of the twelve 
apostles of the Mormon Church. A copy 


of the resolutions will be sent to every 
ministerial alliance of prominence in the 
country at once, and also probably to 
President Roosevelt, every Congressman, 
and United States Senator, and others 
prominent in political life. 

The resolutions in part follow: 


We protest against this endeavor to elect 
Apostle Smoot to the United States Senate as an 
endeavor to force upon the citizens of Utah a 
union of the Church and the State. 

The election of a man who holds the highest 
office, save one, in the gift of the Mormon 
Church to the highest office, save one, in the 
gift of the people of Utah or the United States 
would be @ menace to our civilized and religious 
beliefs. No other church has dared to attempt 
such an ecclesiastical invasion of Congress. 

The election of Apostle Reed Smoot to the 
United States Senate would actually be the elec- 
tion of the will of the Mormon first Presidency 
and twelve apostles to that body. 

As a consistent member of the Mormon Apos- 
tolate, Apostle Smoot cannot make an import- 
ant move without getting permission or taking 
counsel of the quorum of ormon high priests 
to which he belongs. By virtue of his apostolic 
vows he must act first as a Mormon apostle 
and second or third as a citizen of Utah and 
patriotic American. 

We protest against the proposed election of 
Apostle Smoot to the United States Senate be- 
cause the majority of the Mormon Apostolate, 
to which he belongs, and with which he works 
in harmony, are living in polygamous relations 
in violation of covenants made to the people of 
the United States, as well as in violation of the 
criminal ‘statutes of Utah. The two or three 
apostles who may be Hving monogamous lives 
are obliged to defend the righteousness of the 
polygamous system of marriage and to wink at 
the law-breaking polygamous relation of their 
fellow-apostles 

The Mormon Apostolate stands as one man be- 
fore the community as directly or indirectly en- 
couraging or conniving at the continuance of 
polygamous relations throughout the Mormon 
Church. The vigorous and rigorous execution of 
a law like the Edmunds-Lucker law in this State 
would drive the Mormon Church and the major- 
ity of its apostles Into exile or throw them in 
prison within twelve months, and Apostle Smoot 
dare not oppose such polygamous conditions.

WOMAN'S OFFER T0 TAKE 
OR RELEASE A HUSBAND | 


Her Letter to a Wife Introduced in 
a Suit for Money. 


Warren B. Smith, Carpet Manufacturer, 
Sued for $600, as Overdue Remit- 
ta .ces for Two Months. 


Declaring that he agreed to pay her $300 
a month on condition that she would not 
sue him for breach of promise, Mrs. Julia 
Langer, otherwise known as Julia Reel, 
instituted an action in the City Court 
against Warren B. Smith, a wealthy car- 
pet manufacturer of this city and Yonk- 
ers, member of the Metropolitan Club and 
other organizations, yachtsman, 
traveler, and turfman. The trial of the 
case was begun yesterday before Judge 
Seabury, and in it was submitted a letter 
that had been written by Mrs. Langer, 
then Miss Reel, to the first wife of Will- 
iam Langer. In the letter thare was men- 
tion of g woman's offer to let another wo- 
man’s @usband alone, if he wished it, and 
an a@rnative proposition to take him 
away, if he did not want to remain at 
home, 

Anether letter that was introduced by 
the plaintiff was signed with the name of 
Mr. Smith, the defendant, and in it was a 
proposition to send a check for $300 and 
$300 on the first of each month thereafter. 
The missive, according to Mrs, Langer, 
came to her just after Mr. Smith ~had re- 
fused to marry her, having previously 
promised to do so, It was dated in this 
city. In accordance with the letter, she 
asserts, he did send her $300 installments 
for six months, making a total of $1,800, 
but afterward the remittances ceased to 
come. 

The suit is for $600, but her lawyer, 
Abraham Hummel, said in his opening ad- 
dress to the jury that the verdict would, if 
in her favor, cause the defendant to pay 


her $300 a month perpetually hereafter. 
The case, he remarked, was merely a test. 

Mr. Smith, represented by Carlisle Nor- 
wood, denied all of the charges. Mr. Nor- 
wood’s motion to dismiss the suit was de- 
nied by the Judge. 

In Mrs. Langer’s complaint it was set 
forth that she had kept her part of the 
alleged agreement, in that she had re- 
frained from bringing suft until] the pay- 
ments ceased. Mr. Hummel, after re- 
viewing the grounds of complaint, said 
that Mr. Smith and Mrs. Langer went to 
Europe together in 1901, her parents, who 
lived in Pittsburg, having given their con- 
sent to the trip. As a maid for her, the 
lawyer said, Mr. Smith hired the wife of 
his valet, and when they arrived in Lon- 
don they went to the Hotel Savoy. 

Mrs. Langer was the first witness. Hav- 
ing identified Mr. Smith, who was asked to 
stand up, she said she met him in Shan- 
ley’s restaurant. She said that in the Lon- 
don hotel Mr. Smith said to her: ‘‘ How 
would you like to marry me?’’ and that 
she replied, ‘‘ Very much indeed.”’ Then, 
she added, he said: ‘‘As soon as we re- 
turn to America we will go quietly and get 
married.’”’ On their travels, she said, she 
was addressed as Mr. Smith's wife. 

Returning to this city in December, she 
continued, she went to Pittsburg. Later 
she asked him what he intended to do about 
his promise of marriage. His reply was, 
she said, *‘I have decided not to get mar- 
ried.’ She asked why he had led her fam- 
ily to believe that he would marry her, 
and he answered that he had “ simply de- 
termined not to marry.”’ She threatened to 
see a tawyer, and at this point, she contin- 
ued, he said he would give her $300 a month 
ifsshe would not see a lawyer. 

When Mr. Norwood cross-examined _ her 
she said she had been known as Mrs. 
Langer since 1900. She said she had mar- 
ried Mr. Langer, but had discovered later 
that his former wife was living. The dis- 
covery caused her to leave him. She ad- 
mitted having had trouble with Langer, re- 
sulting in a suit against him. She had met 
the first Mrs. Langer, whom she identified 
in the courtroom at Mr. Norwood's request. 

Mr. Norwood handed a letter to the wit- 
ness, and she said she could not remember 
whether she had written it or not. It was 
addressed to Mrs. Langer the first, and 
read as follows: 

Madame: By appointment met Mr. Langer at 
the Gerard, Thursday, 12 forenoon. He pleaded 
constant forgiveness for his conduct of Monday 
night, which was humiliating to you and to me, 
and which accounts for this epistle. But let me 
return to Mr, Langer. Upon leaving, he vowed 
such vows of love as only the gods can offer, if 
I would only return to him. Now, madame, I 
am a woman not void of feeling or sentiment, 
and Heaven knows I am not cruel. I, too, am 
tiesh and blood like yourself, 
tionally harm, molest, or humiliate you in any 
way. All I ask is to put myself right before you 
and God, Justice as well as womanly pride de- 
mands, and for the present seeks this means of 
doing so. As I understand, you do not under- 
stand the true facts, laboring under false impres- 
sions as I did, 

Unfortunately there are two sides to a story. 
You never before heard mine. Never in my life, 
nor in the past sixteen, or as many months 
that I have known Mr, Langer, have I tried 
to lure him away from you, nor do I try to do 
so row. Langer hes told me, as well as others 
in my presence, that he does not love you, that 
he is wretched and unhappy with you, and to 
ecntinue living with you would mean death to 
him. I know he loves me; he has proved his 
very sentiment, We love each other. His double 
life has made him as he is. I left him for your 
sake, then the trouble began—lawsuits, &c., just 
because I did not want to part you. Could a 
woman do more for her own sex? 

We have been parted for six weeks. I did 
not molest him. I suffered, but made the sacri- 
fice for you, as I thought he had decided to 
content himself with you, 

But apparently Mr. Langer was unable to do 
without me, and searched high and low, and 
when he did find me had two gentlemen, *‘ whom 
you know,"’ bring about a meeting. I strongly 
objected. This all happened in the presence of 
these men, and I begged him to return to you. I 
argued, but in vain.

The society is not endowed, but is anx- 
ious to raise an endowment fund the tin- 
come from which would be assured. A be- 
ginning of $6,100 has been made toward 
this endowmient, and it is hoped that many 
will by their gifts increase this fund. There 
is also need tor the endowment of beds in 
perpetuity. Three thousand dollars will 
endow a bed, which for all time to come 
will mean refuge and support for some 
homeless and friendless child. These beds 
may be endowed in memory of friends. 

The children of the home receive board 
and care and schooling. There are several 
manual training classes—basket weaving 
and woodworking for the boys, for the lat- 
ter of which Miss Gould has furnished the 
work benches and tools, and cooking and 
sewing for the girls. Mrs. Russell Sage has 
just equipped the cooking class room for the 
girls’ use. 

The society maintains twelve industrial 
schools for the city’s poorest children—more 
than 7,000 being enrolled in them last year. 
These schools are located as follows: 418 
West Forty-first Street, 414 West Fifty- 
fourth Street, 2,247-2,249 Second Avenue, 
303 East One Hundred and Ninth Street, 243 
East One Hundred and Third Street, 225-227 
East Ejightieth Street, 421 East Sixtieth 
Street, 368 East Eighth Street, 259 East 
Fourth Street, 125 Lewis Street, 4 Willett 
Street, and 39 Rutgers Street. The Thanks- 
giving celebration will take place in the 
majority of these schools to-morrow, and 
visitors are cordially invited. Donations of 
money, meats, vegetables, fruits, buns, 
cakes, or crackers will make these dinners 
more bountiful for these poor children. In 
each of these schools four industries are 
taught—cooking, sewing, basketry, chair 
caning, cobbling, or knife work. 

The society owns only two of its school 
buildings, the remainder being rented. It is 
greatly desired that one or more modern 
school buildings, better adapted for school 
use than the rented ones can be, may be 
erected. The cost would be from $40,000 to 
$50,000 each.

Vice Chancellor Stevenson Modi- 
jies His Injunction.

The Insurance Company May Vote Its 
Fidelity Stock on the Proposition 
for Increased Capital. 


Vice Chancellor Stevenson at Jersey City 
yesterday somewhat modified the restrain- 
ing order made at Paterson last week in 
regard to the proposed merging of the 
Prudential Insurance Company and the 
Fidelity Trust Company of Newark. 

“I presume, gentlemen,” he said to 
counsel, “that you will take this case to 
the Court of Errors and Appeals, and be- 
cause of its importance, I think it should 
go there. To assist you in preparing your 
appeal from my opinion, I think it would 
be as well to bear in mind these essentials: 

“The Prudential Company and its di- 
rectors should be enjoined from subscribing 


specific act, which, without reference to its

“The Prudential Directors should alse 
be enjoined from doing any act in the ex- 
ercise of their powers as Directors with 1- 
tent or with the effect to carry out the 
scheme of holding perpetual contro] of the 
two companies in the Directors of either or 
both of the companies.

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PENSIONS. 

The reading public will be startled by 
the statement in the report of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior that during the year 
the Pension Bureau received information 
of the death of 50,128 old soldiers, of 
whom only 27,043 were on the pension 
roll. 

What was the matter with the other 
23,085? They must all have been be- 
sought many times to join the grand 
army of pensioners. The pension claim 
lawyer misses no old soldier, widow, son, 
nephew, second cousin, or lame aunt of 
any old soldier. Why is it that these 
23,085 names were not on the roll? 

It is the public impression that every- 
body can get on the roll that wants to 
get on it. This is an error, Up to the 
close of the fiscal year 1901 there had 
been 2,824,411 applications filed, but pen- 
sions were allowed only in 1,701,904 
cases. This means that substantially 
one-third of the claims have been reject- 
ed and the other two-thirds granted. In 
recent years the proportion is about 
four-fifths granted to one-fifth rejected. 
On either basis, too, many of the names 
of the 50,000 vetcrans who died last year 
were off the roll, a fact which requires 
explanation. 

Having, in spite of many discourage- 
ments, preserved a buoyant, optimistic 
faith in the virtue of mankind, and in the 
integrity and dignity even of the average 
human being, we advance the hypothesis 
that 10,000 of these 50,000 veterans had 
too much pride and too deep a sense of 
personal honor to permit their names to 
appear upon the pension roll. Some of 
them may have needed the bounty of the 
Government. They were too proud to ask 
or accept it. They preferred the com- 
parative loneliness of the non-pensioned 
state to the decidedly mixed company of 
pensioners. It can give no joy to a 
brave old soldier to see himself bracketed 
between two deserters on the list of pen- 
sioners. 

Notwithstanding this evidence of dig- 
nified abstention, the great army of pen- 
sioners goes on increasing. There were 
999,446 of them on July 31 last, a net 
gain over the previous year of 1,711. 
These are record figures. They have 
never yet been surpassed, but they will 
be surpassed this year. There will be 
more than 1,000,000 names on the roll at 
the end of next July. 

We have paid out $3,000,000,000 for 
pensions since July 1, 1790, thus appor- 
tioned:

The cost of pensions and the mainte- 
nance of the bureau last year was $141,- 
090,428; the actual disbursement for 
army and navy pensions $137,504,267. 

We have been told for many years that 
the pension system had reached its 
greatest point of expansion; that the 
number of pensioners and the number of 
dollars paid to them would henceforth 
show a somewhat rapid diminution. Sec- 
retary Hitcucock’s report, like all pre- 
ceding reports from the Bureau of Pen- 
sions, reveals the opposite tendency. 
Death, of course, has removed a great 
number of the men who actually fought 
in the rebellion. But the tireless indus- 
try of the pension claim lawyer and the 
demagogic readiness of both parties in 
Congress to give a favorable response to 
every appeal for pension increase more 
than offset the loss by death.

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“GOVERNMENT BY INJUNCTION.” 

Organized labor seems to be afflicted 
with the madness which precedes and 
presages destruction. At the meeting of 
the American Federation in New Or- 
leans the committee of the Executive 
Council submitted a report denouncing 
what has been designated as “ govern- 
ment by injunction,” tempered by the 
following qualification: “‘ We recognize 
the authority of the courts to issue in- 
junctions to prevent the destruction of 
property and violations of law.” This 
raised such a storm of protest that the 
’ eommittee decided to strike it from its 
report, which was thereupon adopted, 
putting the convention on record as pro- 
testing against the exercise by the courts 
of the power to restrain crime and vio- 
lence, even to avert the destruction of 
property or to safeguard life. 

It is a fair presumption that a conven- 
tion that rose in angry protest against so 
safe and moderate an expression of opin- 
jon concerning the rights and duties of 
the courts as that above quoted, which 
in a country of democratic institutions 
would ordinarily pass as a platitude, 
would have approved the report of its 
committee had it contained the follow- 


It being necessary, to the purposes of 


cess of strikes, that terrorism, violence, 
and, in some circumstances the destruction 
of property and the taking of life shall be 
employed to win victories otherwise im- 
possible of attainment, we protest against 
any interference from the courts when it 
Shall appear to us necessary to destroy 
property, trample on individual rights, or 
even remove objectionable persons who are 
traitors to the cause of labor, through 
abandoning it or refusing to affiliate with 
it. We deny that there are any rights, 
public, corporate, or individual, which the 
organized unions representing labor are 
under a moral obligation to respect further 
than it may suit their own purposes to do 
so, and we regard as an outrage the as- 
Sumption by the courts of the power to 
dictate to us what we shall not do when 
not to do it will give the selfish employer 
and the unutterable “scab” advantages 
they would not have were we left unre- 
Strained in the adoption of the means 
which, in our larger wisdom, we deem 
essential to the crushing and punishment 
of resistance to our plans for the better- 
ment of the conditions of labor and the 
upbuilding of the unions. The right of la- 
bor to destroy property and violate the law 
is inalienable. 


Thus presented the protest of the 
American Federation against govern- 
ment by injunction would have an ugly 
sound, But is it not a fair and even 
literal expression of the reasons which 
prompt the labor leaders to oppose the 
exercise by the courts of the power to 
restrain threatened lawlessness by in- 
junction? 

Why is it that no labor leader has the 
intelligence to see and the courage to say 
to the unions what would happen if by 
any possibility the power of the courts 
to enjoin acts threatening the public 
welfare could be taken away, or its use 
so sharply restricted as to make it inef- 
fective. There are syndicates of specu- 
lators who could afford to pay millions 
for immunity from restraint by injunc- 
tion, and if they had it even for a few 
months they would do things which 
would tie the American people hand and 
foot with bonds which could be loosened 
only by revolution. This is one phase of 
the question. The other is that by the at- 
titude taken by the unions on this subject 
organized labor is put in a false position. 
It permits this through ignorance, and not 
because the great body of wage earners 
is deliberately subordinating the obliga- 
tions of citizenship to the furtherance of 
the destructive heresies of Socialism. In 
this as in many other things the Ameri- 
can mechanic and artisan permits him- 
self to be misrepresented by those who 
assume to speak and act for him, and the 
time is not far distant when he will re- 
volt against those who have sought to 
class him as an enemy of society and a 
foe to the institutions of a political sys- 
tem which, in the last analysis, he would 
defend with his life. There is need at 
the moment for a great labor leader who 
has the intelligence to see and the cour- 
age to proclaim the shallow sophistries 
of the charlatans of the labor movement. 


SILVER IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

The reports from the Philippines sus- 
tain the opinion entertained in this coun- 
try at the time of the passing of the 
Philippine Government bill that the reg- 
ulation therein attempted of the cur- 
rency in the islands will not at all meet 
the necessities of their trade. Under 
the guise of maintaining the silver stand- 
ard in the islands and avoiding the con- 
fusion predicted from a change, the 
framers of the bill turned down the plan 
of the Philippine Commission. It is 
evident that it would have been much 
better to adopt it. 

The purpose of that plan was to set up 
the gold standard on which all exchanges 
with this or other countries would be 
conducted and at the same time to dis- 
turb as little as possible the internal 
exchanges of the islands and to do as 
little violence as possible to the cus- 
toms and traditions of the natives. For 
this purpose, the proposition was to is- 
sue a Philippine coinage of silver at the 
current ratio of silver to gold, which 
coinage would serve the uses of internal 
trade, and would be exchanged at the 
Treasury for gold, with which the for- 
eign business of the country would be 
transacted. The plan was a model of 
simplicity, and could have been admin- 
istered with advantage to all concerned 
and with little or no cost to the Govern- 
ment. It is indeed substantially the 
system under which the silver in the 
currency of the United States is main- 
tained at par, without injury either to 
domestic or foreign trade interests. The 
peso of the Philippines which it was pro- 
posed to issue was to be approximately 
of the value of the Mexican dollar, in 
order that the rates of wages and the 
prices of commodities should not arbi- 
trarily be changed, while in this country 
the silver dollar and the gold dollar are 
of the same legal-tender value. But in 
this country the silver dollar is kept at 
par with the gold dollar by the demand 
for it in daily exchanges and by the cer- 
tainty that it will when necessary be re- 
deemed in gold. All the conventions of 
our people are based on the gold stand- 
ard, and there is no occasion for adjust- 
ing the nominal value of silver to the 
usages of society. 

Prof, JEREMIAH W. JENKS, the Special 
Commissioner sent out by the War De- 
partment to examine into the economic 
and other questions involved in the 
Philippines, indorses the plan of the 
Philippine Commission, and describes 
very clearly the embarrassment caused 
by the fluctuations in the price of silver. 
The rate of exchange was fixed in the 
Spring at $2.27 of silver for one of gold, 
which was high enough at the time. But 
considerable changes followed, the actual 
rate of exchange rising until it exceeded 
$2.40. “The consequence was,” says 
Prof. Jenks, “ that all Government offi- 
clals and all who had contracts with the 
Government were compelled to receive 
money at $2.27, while in their outside 
purchases they were compelled to pay 
from $2.35 to $2.40. Practically all the 
leading business houses in Manila at 
once changed their prices from the silver 
basis to the gold, and in making the ex- 


change naturally took advantage of the 
consumer. Wage earners in general, 
whose wages had been fixed in silver, 
were compelled to take their pay in that 
metal, and suffered accordingly.”’ This 
is but an example of what may be ex- 
pected until the business of the islands 
is put upon a stable gold basis, with 
such provision as was suggested for the 
legitimate and safe use of silver without 
disadvantage to the natives. 
THE UNHAPPY CZAR. 

The saying is as old as SHAKESPEARE, 
and probably much older, which sets 
forth that “‘ Uneasy lies the head that 
wears a crown.” But SHAKESPEARE 
could not have foreseen how much the 
hard fate of hereditary monarchs would 
be aggravated by the twentieth century, 
especially of monarchs who retained in 
an irreverent and inquiring age the pre- 
tensions and the illusions of the mon- 
archs he knew about. 

Our impetuous and sympathetic friend 
the Kaiser of Germany has much,fo fear 
from the progress of mankind, although, 
luckily for him, he is intelligent enough 
to know what it is. But undoubtedly the 
most pitiable and “uneasy” of modern 
monarchs is the Czar of all the Russias. 
The stories we begin to hear about his 
submitting himself to the will and coun- 
sel of some “hypnotist” are precisely 
what we should expect of his antecedents 
and his surroundings. An American wo- 
man of decent rearing and education too 
often takes off, in her middle years, on 
the trail of what calls itself ‘ Christian 
Science.” Her friends are sorry for her, 
and ashamed of her, and try to explain 
her away. But, whatever may have been 
her neurotic propensity for acquiring de- 
lusions, what can they possibly be, to be 
pleaded by way of excuse or extenuation, 
in comparison with the hapless heredi- 
tary fate of the Czar of all the Russias? 
It was easy enough for a German Minis- 
ter at St. Petersburg to report, early in 
the eighteenth century, that the Govern- 
ment of Russia was “absolutism tem- 
pered by assassination.” It is not easy 
to make a modern man, especially an 
American, realize that condition. But 
consider the state of the present Czar, 
now a man of thirty-four, who has nev- 
er, since his birth, been free for a minute 
from the dread of sudden, violent, and 
horrible death. Poor man! It is not in 
the least his fault that he is an anach- 
ronism, or that to be educated and to 
“speak free ’’ in his dominions is a crime 
against the consequences of which the 
criminals may not inexcusably shelter 
themselves by plotting his extinction. It 
is simply the conflict of Asia and Eu- 
of the ancient and the modern 


rope, 
world. 
It is perfectly comprehensible how a 
Prince who is conscious of wishing evil 
to no man, and who has yet, since 
his birth, been in momentary danger 
of a violent death, should consider de- 
vices to mitigate the animosity which 
he is conscious of having done nothing to 
incur, and which he is equally conscious 
of incurring. He passes through life in 
a perpetual condition which our current 
American slang describes as “ rattled.” 
From a man in this benevolent and be- 
wildered condition of mind we are pre- 
pared to receive any benevolent and be- 
wildered project. We are equally pre- 
pared to believe that the project of The 
Hague Conference, with its corollary that 
the nations should not learn war any 
more, was due to the personal initiative 
of the Czar and that he has fallen under 
the “‘hypnotic” influence of a person 
more careless, more glib, and less dis- 
turbed by plots of assassination than 
himself. The one real solution of his dif- 
ficulty the Czar may be perfectly par- 
doned for not perceiving. Indeed, it is 
not a real solution. The Czar might be 
perfectly pardoned for saying, if he did 
say, that Russia is a very backward 
country, not at all fit for self-govern- 
ment, and that, if he should abdicate 
outright, the last state of Russia would 
be worse than the first. It really be- 
hooves all persons born under happier 
skies to extend their sympathies to this 
most unhappy man. The ultimate moral 
of his story is SHAKESPEARE’S 
Uneasy lies the head that wears the crown. 


GUATEMALA AND KENTUCKY. 

Those are strange stories which are 
telegraphed to us from Kentucky about 
the homicide of one FITZGERALD by one 
young HUNTER at the capital of Guate- 
mala, The stories are to the effect that 
the friends of young HuNTER in Ken- 
tucky have assurances from “the Unit- 
ed States Government” that young 
HuNTER “ will be returned to Kentucky 
in safety.” 

It is almost superfluous to say that we 
do not believe a word of it. Young Hunt- 
ER is charged with an atrocious murder, 
of the kind of which it is the chief draw- 
back of the pretensions of Kentucky to 
high civilization to say is very seldom 
condignly punished in that Common- 
wealth. This murder, as it has been re- 
ported, has all the symptoms of the most 
barbarous Kentuckian crimes. Young 
HunTeR did not like FirzGERALD, and 
thought his dislike a complete justifica- 
tion for murdering him. The killing, ac- 
cording to the accounts we have, was of 
the utmost beastliness and cowardice, 
quite according to the worst precedents 
we have from Kentucky and the other 


‘ States, if any, which have so low a moral 


code in respect to the sanctity of human 
life. Young Hunter killed his man by 
shooting him from behind, without giving 
him a chance, and taking along with him 
to the murder a friend, alsoheavily armed, 
whose function it appeared was to be to 
keep off any friends of FITZGERALD or 
lovers of abstract justice who might ap- 
pear to remonstrate against the murder; 
and also possibly to help disable the vic- 
tim himself if, in spite of being taken un- 
awares, he should offer an unexpectedly 
strong resistance. 

This is the same old disgusting story 


to which we have been exposed for so 
many, many yeats. It has been repeated 
so often and so long that, in Kentucky 
and the adjacent parts, they are fain to 
call the motive to it “honor.” But it is 
perfectly evident that the motive to 
such assassinations has nothing to do 
with any chivalrous sentiment whatever; 
that an affray of this kind is an out- 
break of savagery which would not only 
disgrace any part of these United States, 
but would disgrace any part of the An- 
tilles or the Philippines. Evidently it is 
believed, where the murder was com- 
mitted, that the unpunished commission 
of it would disgrace Guatemala. Wheth- 
er the standards of Guatemala or of 
Kentucky are in this respect the higher 
we do not pretend to determine. But why 
should “‘ the United States Government ” 
interfere to save young HuNTER from 
the punishment due to a cowardly and 
cold-blooded murder? There is no rea- 
son why it should, and we do not believe 
that it has, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— Even if Pittsburg were not the ex- 
tremely strenuous city it is, too well accus- 
tomed to the fierce rivalries of its great 
men to feel pain when their ambitions 
clash or to take more than a sporting in- 
terest in the outcome of their struggles— 
if it were, say, as easily shocked as Boston 
is to any hint of war, it could still view 
with entire composure no end of personal 
hostility that took the form in which that 
said to exist between Mr. CARNEGIE and 
Mr. FRick is now displaying itself. Busi- 
ness misunderstandings have ended the 
friendship which so long, and so much to 
their common profit, bound those two emi- 
nent gentlemen together, and each, accord- 
ing to report, is trying to hurt the other. 
But how? Why, by doing more for Pitts- 
burg than the other has done in the way of 
giving it schools, museums, and libraries, 
forthe purpose of depriving him of the 
glory and credit of being the city’s most 
generous benefactor! We cannot at the 
instant recall any reason why Pittsburg 
needs any benefactors, big or little—any 
reason why it should not, out of its own 
abundant resources, provide itself with as 
many schools, museums, and libraries as 
it needs, or even wants, but presumably 
Pittsburg knows its own business best, 
and, since the acceptance of gifts has, in 
a manner, become its specialty, the city is 
vastly fortunate in that the hatreds of its 
Iron Lords find relief not in destruction, 
but in construction, that they prick not 
each other with swords or pelt each other 
with bullets, but compete in the placing 
of art and knowledge within edsy reach 
of Pittsburg’s youth. And the combatants 
in this strange war are to be congratu- 
lated, as well as the city which is the scene 
of their battles, The hypercritical may 
pretend to_look askance even at such 
charity as theirs, but the hypercritical will 
be no less ready than others to admit that 
men with the resources and the abilities of 
these easily might do, and usually have 
done, vastly more harm to their neighbors 
than can by any torturing of the facts 
be seen to result from the foundation of 
institutions like those for which Mr. CaR- 
NEGIE and Mr. FRIcCK are spending their 
money. The harm, if harm there be, is 
incidental to the accomplishing of an enor- 
mously greater amount of good, and doubt- 
less Pittsburg is more than willing to take 
its chances. 


—When a man like HENRI RocHErort 
recails his own frequent appearances on 
the ‘field of honor,’ only to introduce a 
characterization of dueling as ‘“ imbecile," 
there is basis for hope that France has 
seen about the last of the practice so ac- 
curately described by that harsh word. 
The Anti-Dueling bill now before the 
French Chamber, however, makes two 
bites of a very small cherry, for, instead 
of treating all who participate in a duel as 
are those who take part as principals and 
accessories in any other attempt to kill, it 
provides for them punishments’ which, 
while not exactly mild, are yet very differ- 
ent from those meted out to ordinary homi- 
cides. But though the Lecomte bill is a 
half measure, and, as such, unsatisfactory, 
it is not necessarily unwise, for it is bet- 
ter to have a mild law that can be en- 
forced than a severe one under which no 
French jury would ever bring in a verdict 
of guilty. In explaining why duelists and 
their seconds cannot be held to the stern 
responsibility they are in England, M. 
ROCHEFORT brirfgs a heavy indictment 
against his own country. ‘‘ The English,”’ 
he writes, “‘ believe in the eternal efficacy 
of law and justice; we do not. We know 
only too well that here certain Judges con- 
demn on the order of the Government from 
which they receive their salaries.’”” That is 
a terrible charge against French tribunals 
—so terrible that one is led inevitably to 
recall the fact that M. RocHeEerort is not 
famous for the moderation of his language, 
and that he is something more of a poli- 
tician than of a philosopher. He has 
known several things in the past that were 
not precisely so, and it may be that he is 
to some degree mistaken in his judgment 
of French criminal Judges. The death pen- 
alty for dueling has been tried in France be- 
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fore now, as readers of that great historian | 


M. ALEXANDRE DuMAS are well aware. It 
was too early then, and it may be too early 
still, in which case it is only reasonable to 
divide even the small cherry. 


—wWe long ago commented sorrowfully 
on the demoralization of the Central Park 
squirrels by the mistaken kindness of their 
many friends, and lamented that frequent 
gifts of food had not only made the little 
animals shockingly, and to themselves dan- 


| derously, tame, but had deprived them of 


the self-respect that comes only from self- 
support and had changed them into shame- 
less seekers after precarious and unearned 
sustenance. It is bad enough for squirrels 
to give up work and to fall into these evil 
ways of life, but how much worse is it for 
bears to sink into beggary! Yet that, ac- 
cording to our dispatches, is exactly what 
the bears in the Yellowstone Park have 
done. ‘Three of them became so importu- 
nate this Summer in their appeals to the 
tourists for alms that they had to be killed, 
and the rest are little better, haunting 
camps and hotels to pick up unconsidered 
trifles, instead of roaming the forests in 
search of honest food, as all respectable 
bears ought to do. This is most painful 
news. Manners are not expected of bears, 
and a gruff fierceness is in them not only 
pardonable but distinctly becoming. For 
them to be swill-hunters, however, is noth- 
ing less than hideous, and if, the bears in 
the .ellowstone Park cannot be subjected 
even to such civilization as is illustrated by 
the tourists, without falling so low as this, 
the sooner they are put out of the way the 
better it will be for the reputation of the 
still decent bears in other places. Oh, 
these inferior races! Why is it that they 
insist on providing us superior beings with 
so many excuses for exterminating them? 
If they are arrogant we have to kill them 
for our own sakes, and if they are servile 
we are tempted to do it for theirs, while 
always the value of their pelts or their 
lands deprives us of the consoling thought 
that our action has been disinterested.

THE BALANCE OF TRADE. 


To the Editor of The.New York Times: 

Although so much is written from time 
to time on the subject of the “ balance of 
trade,” it seems to me the vital point is 
generally ignored. Your article from 
Washington in to-day’s paper is a valuable 
contribution and throws much-needed light 
on the question of the Nation's exports 
and imports, but it does not assist in dis- 
pelling the fog that hangs about the pub- 
lic mind in regard to the balance of trade 
as an evidence of our prosperity. 

As international trade is the aggrega- 
tion of the trade of the individual mer- 
chant, it ought to be apparent that what 
would bankrupt the individual cannot be 
profitable to the Nation as a whole, and 
yet year after year we are expected to 


grow enthusiastic when our exports very 
largely exceed our imports and to worry 
correspcndingly when the excess shows 
signs of decreasing. ; 
It has been pointed out again and again 
by political economists that the trade bal- 
ance goes toward liquidating our debt to 
Europe, hence the smaller the debt the 
smailer our trade balance is likely to be, 
but we seem to be always forgetting this 
simple fact. We are still owing Europe 
thousands of millions of dollars, and the 
excess of exports over imports wili there- 
fore go on for many years, but if there 
ever comes a time when our imports ex- 
ceed our exports, it will be the very best 
proof of our great increase in wealth. 
This * balance of trade’ theory has been 
doing duty for the past forty years, and as 
a standard by which to measure the pros- 
perity of a nation is about as unreliable 


as can well be conceived.

SOCIETY AGAIN GREETS 
GRAND OPERA SEASON 


Production of “Otello” Marked by 
Great Dramatic Power. 


MME. EAMES AS DESDEMONA 


The Metropolitan Filled with a Brilliant 
Audience—Those Who Were Pres- 
ent in the Boxes—Some of 
the Costumes Seen. 


The season of opera was opened last 
evening in the Metropolitan Opera House 
with all the brilliancy that has ever at- 
tended such an occasion, The house pre- 
sented the most festal appearance, and the 
spirit that prevailed on both sides of the 
footlights was one that rejoiced the hearts 
of all lovers of the lyric drama in its 
highest estate. 

The opera chosen for the opening of this 
season was “ Otello.”” Notwithstanding the 
absence of some of the most admired of the 
singers who have lent to previous seasons 
at the Metropolitan a distinction such as 
few opera houses in the world can claim, 
there is every prospect that the coming 
seventeen weeks of opera will offer to the 
patrons of the establishment enjoyment of 
the highest kind. The prospect is for brill- 
fancy and variety and an attempt on the 
part of the management to depart in some 
lines from some of the routine and conven- 
tionality that have sometimes, even with 
potent forces making for better things, 
made themselves felt. 

The choice of the opening bill seemed to 
many ._ significant of this intention. 
“Otello” is typical of the extreme de- 
velopment of the modern spirit of opera 
outside of the Wagnerian list. In it Verdi, 
in his wonderful old age, gathered up and 
concentrated all that had been done before 
to emancipate the lyric drama from the 
fetters that had limited and bound it hand 
and foot. We, in these days, can see how 
little he followed the musical methods of 
Wagner, and how essentially it is the ex- 
pression of his own ideals; but we can also 
see how those ideals were shaped and vivi- 
fied by the potency of Wagner's principles 
upon the dramatic side. The dramatic pur- 
pose is the one that is kept paramount in

can deepen and intensify the spoken word 
and the action, upon the lines that Verdi 
made his own, is triumphantly displayed 
in 7 note of the score. 

“Otello”’ is perhaps the first work in 
which a musical embodiment of the tragic 
spirit of Shakespeare through operatic 
treatment was ever justified. It is the first 
really great Shakespearean opera. Its 
tremondous vitality and its dramatic pot- 
ency impress themselves with deeper cer- 
tainty at each hearing. 

Verdi was fortunate in having Arrigo 
Boito as a librettist—a literary man _ thor- 
oughly imbued with the spirit of Shake- 
speare and an understanding of him such 
as few of his countrymen have had—such 
@s none of them has had who wrote 
operatic libretti before him. The book of 
**Otello”’ is a work of literary art, and is 
furthermore molded to the uses of the 
dramatic composer with the prescience that 
belongs only to a literary man who was 
also a musician. In the musical texture of 
**Otello’’ we see more clearly to-day than 
ever before, too, the source from which 
50 much of the music of the young Italian 
composers of the day is drawn, but we 
see in it, too, a source that stands high 
above the springs that flow from it. 

All these things were enforced again 
Jast evening upon the discriminating lis- 
tener by a performance that illustrated 
most of the highest excellence of the wor'r. 
“Otello” has never been a pester item 
in Mr. Grau's repertory, thought it has had 
before the advantage of an interpretation 
in many ways of supreme merit, but it has 
in it the seeds of vitalitv and the certainty 
of some day taking its place among the 
works upon which the manager can rely 
upon the score of his material interest. 

“Otello” was performed a few times 
last year—a very few—and there are memo- 
ries cherished by the opera lover of some 
notable performances in the previous years 
of Mr. Grau’s consulship. Mme. Eames, 
who was the Desdemona last evening, has 
been the representative of the part since 
her first appearance in it in the remark- 
able performances that were given in 
the season of 1894 and 1895, when the au- 
thentic traditions of the work were brought 
to these shores by Tamagno and Maurel. 
They were the*original interpreters of the 
parts of Otello and Iago as Verdi himself 
taught them to them—singers for whom 
under the old dispensation of operatic art 
the rdles would be said to have been com- 

osed. So Verdi himself wrote in his ear- 
ler operas; but in his old age he wrote 
for himself and for the world. Then there 
are recollections of the notable perform- 
ances of 1892, when Mme. Albani sang Des- 
demona to Jean de Reszke’s Otello. And 
still further back is the chastened memory 
of poor Campanini’s ill-starred venture 
in the production of the work fresh from 
the composer’s hand, in 1888. Last season 
M. Alvarez made his first appearance in 
the part of Otello. ‘ 

The cast last evening was precisely the 
same in all points as that of last season's 

erformances. Besides M. Alvarez as Otel- 
> and Mme. Eames as Desdemona, there 
were Signor Scotti as Iago, Mme. Louise 
Homer as Emilia, M. Bars as Cassio, and 
Messrs.: Journet, Dufriche, and Vanni in 
the other parts. Signor Mancinelli was 
the only one concerned who was not pres- 
ent last year, when his place was taken 
by Signor Seppilli. It was, as we have in- 
timated, a performance of superb dramatic 
yeower. It employs talents of the principal 
singers that are singularly in accord with 
the various dramatic exigencies of the 
scCre. 

Mme. Eames comes back a little slenderer 
in figure, but with voice of the lovely and 
exquisite quality that her admirers know 
and with the charm of presence and the 
suggestion of innocence. of wondering 
trust and of an unbgarable burden of woe 
that make her impersonation one of puis- 

ant charm. M. Alvarez is a superbly 

werful representative of Otello, a part 

n which his intensity of temperament fits 
to perfection. It is finely wrought in 
detail, subtly suggestive of the growing 
obsession planted within him. His vocal 
qualities are on a lower plane than his 
dramatic; yet his peculiarities, as did Ta- 
magno’s, seem almost to enhance the sig- 
nificance of what he does. 

He sang lamentably out of tune in the 
first act, but this was mended to a‘con- 
siderable degree as he proceeded. Signor 
Scotti’s Iago is full of characteristic detail, 
and eminently realizes the unlovely spirit, 
the sinister and malevolent motives of the 
character, while vocally he, too, is ex- 
tremely efficient. Signor Mancinelli con- 
ducted with splendid eloquence and a com- 
— sympathy with the spirit of the 
work. 


OPERA’S SOCIAL FEATURE. 


Brilliant Gathering Marks the Opening 
of the Season at the Metropolitan. 


The opening performance at the Metro- 
politan Opera House is considered as one 
of the leading social events of the year. It 
vies with the Horse Show, but is consid- 
ered very much more exclusive. On both 
occasions the fashionable world is on ex- 
hibition. At the Horse Show the people 
have a chance to rub elbows with the rep- 
resentatives of the “‘smart set’’; at the 
opera, those who are able to purchase a 
seat can look at these same persons, more 
gorgeously attired and decked out with 
more jewels than at the other entertain- 
ment. 

The musical features of the first night are 
always merged into the fashionable and 
society element in the affair. The man- 
agement is wise enough to choose always 
an opera where there are at least two to 
three long intermissions, and where the 
action is performed in a glare of light. .vo 
lauppier selection for this purpose than 
“ Otello”’ could have been given, and as 
the recipe also calls for Mme. Eames at 
any sacrifice, the réle of Desdemona was 
happily one of the prima donna’s best. The 
first act of ‘‘ Otello’’ passes in darkness, 
and last night it hid empty boxes, which 
were only filled by the stockholders by the 
time the second act was well in progress. 

It is nineteen years since the Metropolitan 
Cpera House first opened its doors, and on 
that memorable night was started a war 
between the new temple of music and the 
old Academy. Those who had the pro- 
-seenium boxes at the Fourteenth Street 
house were faithful. One of the reasons 
for building the new house up town waa 
that it was impossible for some of the 
millionaires to obtain proscenium boxes, 
end their wives and daughters refused to 
sit in what secondary

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“AUDREY” IN - TABLOIDS 


Miss Johnston’s Romance at the 
Madison Square Theatre. 


Miss Eleanor Robson, in the Title Role, 
Is Handicapped by a Lack of Good 
Stuff to Work With. 


Last night at the Madison Square Thea- 
atre “ Audrey,” the novel by Miss Mary 
Johnson, was presented in a theatric ver- 
sion prepared by Miss Harriet Ford and 
Mr. E. F. Boddington. It was not an alto- 
gether cheerful occasion. According to the 
programme the play consisted of six tab- 
leaux, but, properly speaking, they were 
six tabloids of the kind the stock drama- 
tist may be relied upon to compress out of 
any new novel; and they were not partic- 
ularly sugar-coated at that. One grimaced 
a bit in swallowing them. 

The tabloids were pretty faithfully com- 
pounded from the novel. In the first, which 
represented the May Day frolic at James- 
town, nut-brown and barefooted Audrey 
won her race and got her golden guinea, 
then Marmaduke offered his friendly hand 
to the stately and aristocratic Evelyn in 
marriage, and this lady, like the other lady 
in the song, said she could not marry him, 
loved him so. Finally Marmaduke 
recognized Audrey as his old ward, and the 
curtain fell on a pretty idyll of love at first 
sight. 

The second tabloid represented a second 
and more tender meeting between Marma- 
duke and Audrey in Darden’s glebe house, 
The third showed the home of the Staggs, 
where Marmaduke, again paying court to 
the stately Evelyn, is again repulsed, and 
resoives on the mad idea of taking Audrey 
to the Governor's ball; the fourth showed 
how Audrey was humiliated at the ball; 
the fifth how she was publicly denounced 
in church as a woman of ill-repute. 

The sixth showed how, instead of falling 
victim to the knife of the half-breed Hugon, 
as in the novel, Audrey saves Marmaduke > 
life and her own, and foils the villain to 
such an extent that he dies, as he says, 
like a Frenchman, but just how that was 
did not transpire. The stately Evelyn and 
her father meanwhile had quitted the stage, 
as they said, to see how many flowers had 
been left by the frost, and those who re- 
mained through the last act had an uncom- 
fortable sensation of being counted through 
the peephole. 

It must be admitted that the novel is of 
the kind that least easily lends itself to 
theatric presentation. The motives of 
the leading characters are not always 
clearly stated, and, judging by one's 
guesses, Miss Johnston’s silence with re- 
gard to them is golden. The sympathetic 
appeal of the story, and it has a decidedly 
sympathetic appeal, depends largely upon 
the fluent melody of the sentences and 
upon a graceful, if not very authentic. 
power of describing the beauty of out of 
doors. All this is, of course, waste ma- 
terial so far as the stage is concerned. 

The story as a story has some dramatic 
possibilities, but they are not many. It 
is an astute remark of the Frenchman 
that the one essential to a drama is a 
struggle of vitally opposed forces which 
clash in the crisis, the stronger conquer- 
ing. In ‘‘ Audrey ”’ there is no struggle; 
Marmaduke drifts from chapter to chap- 
ter weakly vacillating between two wo- 
men who both confess that they love him; 
there is no real clash, and he ends by 
choosing the one who on any but a very 
sentimental and romantic judgment is the 
less worthy of him. 

There stil: remained, however, several 
dramatic incidents—Audrey’s unwilling en- 
trance at the ball, her humiliation there, 
and her public disgrace the next day at 
Bruton Church. If these had been handled 
with any sincere feeling for theatric ef- 
fect they might have saved the evening. 
But in this, as in so many other novel- 
dramas, there had been no care taken to 
build up in the audience a sympathetic in- 
terest in the peopie on the stage, no pains 
in constructing the climaxes so as to pro- 
duce the wireless thrill of dramatic feel- 
ing. The real protagonist of the perform- 
ance was the paste pot and the shears. 
Scene after scene, and these the most im- 
portant of all, were walked through with 
only the bare speeches from the pages of 
the book to tell what was happening. In 
the case of a novel of literary atmosphere 
this is to present Hamlet without the 
Prince. 

Miss Eleanor Robson’s personality was 
as pleasing as ever, her voice as rich and 
vibrant, her profile as strikingly pure. 
But whether tumbling awkwardly a la 
Mme. Sans Gene in unaccustomed finery, or 
dancing a Virginia country dance in state 
with mysteriously acquired elegance, she 
was equally unconvincing, for there was 
no conviction in the writing of her lines. 

As Marmaduke Howard, Mr. James E. 
Wilson, late of the company at the Amer- 
ican Theatre, revealed a commanding pres- 
ence and some little possibility of romantic 
acting in the a old style of Kyrle 
Bellew, but his manner was somewhat too 
self-conscious and ingratiating for a Broad- 
way playhouse. It is true that his lines 
were far from robust, but was it kind of 
him to administer them with extreme 
unction? 

As the French half-breed villain Mr. 
Frederick Perry was stoically and im- 
pressively villainous. One can imagine 
him doing a slightly better part with in- 
finitely more power. The Evelyn of Miss 
Selene Johnson was adequately good-look- 
ing and dignified. The six scenes were 
prettily and solidly realized. 

The programme states that “ children 
under seven years of age” are not admit- 
ted. Fortunately for plays like this, there 
are those who, though many times seven 
years of age, are still under seven years in 
artistic intelligence. For all these, espe- 
cially if they happen to have fallen beneath 
the spell of the novel, the new play may 
prove of interest.

Ex-Senator Clarence Lexow has received 
a series of three letters within the past 
week from William S. Vanderbilt Allen, 
who conveys the information that he has 
been shut up in a sanitarium in Westport,

The letters plead with Mr. Lexow 
to come to the aid of the author, which he 
will do, going to Westport to-day to look 
into the case. The first of the three letters 
was received by Mr. Lexow last Tuesday, 
and conveyed the first intimation that the 
recipient had that Allen was shut up in a 
sanitarium.

For some time 
prior to Dec. 6, 1896, the date of his com- 
mitment, he had been considered dangerous, 
He was worth considerable property, most 
of which was put in trust by himself. Late- 
ly no ofhe has been looking after his affairs, 
and it is for that reason that a commission 
is appointed.”

CLUYSENAAR, THE ARTIST, DEAD. 


He Was Born in 1837— Prominent 
Among Belgian Painters.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—The death of Al- 
frei Cluysenaar, the artist, is announced 
by the Brussels correspondent of The 
Times. 

M. Cluysenaar was sixty-five years old. 
He occupied, says the correspondent, a 
prominent position among Belgian paint- 
ers. His reputation chiefly rested on his 
talent as a decorative artist, and his sub- 
jects were mainiy mythological. He was 
also a successful paysagiste and portrait 
painter. 


Jean André Alfred Cluysenaar was born 
Sept. 24, 1837, at Brussels. He studied 
in the Brussels Academy and the Ecole 
des Beaux Arts in Paris. He was a pupil 
of Cogniet. In early life he visited the 
galleries of Italy, Germany, and Holland. 
At the Exposition in Paris in 1878 he re- 
ceived a medal, and later was decorated 
with the cross of the Legion of Honor. 
He was also decorated with the Order of 
Leopold. 

Among his chief works are ‘‘ Henry IV. 
at Canossa,”’ (fresco;) ‘‘The Age of the 
Roman Empire,’ and ‘‘ Foundation of the 
Christian Dogma.” 


SYRIAN PASTOR DROPS DEAD. 


Mr. Saadi Had in His Pocket a Sermon 
the Text of Which Was from Job. 


The Rev. Elias Saadi, pastor of the Syrian 
Presbyterian Church, Washington Street, 
near Rector Street, who lived at 301 Hicks 
Street, Brooklyn, died on Sunday.

Saadi was on his way to his church in 
this borough when he was stricken with 
heart disease and died before a physician 
arrived. Mr. Saadi had the sermon he 
was to preach in his pocket.

Interest in Cornell-Pennsyl- 
vania Game on Thursday. 


Vale May Not Elect a Captain Until 
After New Year’s—Harvard Not 
Sore Over Defeat. 


Interest in Thursday's football games 
mainiy centres in the Cornell-Pennsylvania 
fame at Philadelphia, though local colle- 
gians are interested in Columbia's contest 
with Syracuse in this city. Cornell's foot- 
ball team took their last hard practice yes- 
terday, and to-day the Cornell party, con- 
sisting of at least twenty-five players, be- 
sides managers and coaches, will leave for 
Philadelphia. 

Yesterday's developments were exceed- 
ingly discouraging for Cornell. Shepard 
has a lame side and was not able to fill his 
Post at fullback, and Coffin, right halfback, 
played in his stead. Brewster was also out 
of condition, and there is a possibility that 
he may not be able to play on Thursday. 
With Sheble and Purcell also crippled, Cor- 
nell’s back field is in a demoralized condi- 
tion, but it is felt the line is strong. 

The members of the Pennsylvania team 
have been at Mount Pocono, in the Dela- 
Ware Water Gap, since Saturday evening 
and will remain until to-morrow afternoon. 
Yesterday morning was devoted entirely 
to recreation. Some of the men hired guns 
and went for a hunt across the mountains, 
some went fishing in the trout streams, 
and others drove or walked. The game and 
fish did not suffer badly, and the majority 
returned empty handed after a long and 
tiresome walk. Coach Bull arrived at 
neon and in the afternoon the team had 
some fast and snappy signal practice for 
about an hour. The air was cool and in- 
vigorating, and the players went through 
the signais in a lively manner. 

After the signal practice the two teanis 
were lined up for the explanation of Cor- 
zell’s offense and instructions in meeting it. 
The ’Varsity lined up the same as it did 
tor the Harvard game, with the excep- 
tion of Baird at tackle in place of Jones 
and Weschler alternating at left half back. 
After the practice a cross country run was 
taken to keep up the wind of the men. All 
are confident of victory on Thursday. 

The Columbia football team lost another 
man yesterday. J. C. Tomlinson, Jr., who 
has played at left guard this season, de- 
veloped blood poisoning in his wrist, and 
is out of the last game of the season, with 
Syracuse on Thursday. Tomlinson is one 
of the best line men Columbia has, and 
his loss is a severe one. 

The practice of the ’Varsity yesterday 
improvement as a result of the 
rest the team has had during the last few 
days. Four gouch-downs were scored on 
the scrub by fast, aggressive work. Prac- 
tice lasted so long that it was dark before 
the men finished. In the darkness Metzen- 
then made a forty-yard run on the scrub 
for a touch-down. Post and Wolff, who 
fractured their collarbones several weeks 
ago, donned their football clothes yester- 
day for the first time since they received 
their injuries. H. Van Hoevenberg, ’Vars- 
ity end on the 1900 and 1901 elevens, was 
on the field, and took charge of coaching 
the ‘’Varsity ends. He showed them a 
number of tricks, and they exhibited some 
improvement in their play. All of the 
scrub gains, however,\were made around 
the ’Varsity ends, and hardly any through 
the line. 

Richards, a former Yale half back, now 
in Columbia, was on the field and assisted 
in coaching. As he has not yet been in 
Columbia a year, lacking two days of 
that time, he is ineligible to play. Fisher 
Was at quarter back again yesterday, and, 
in view of the fact that Goodman is hurt, 
is likely to stay there. Stangland, Duell, 
and Townsend were the backs; Duden was 
put at guard, and Shaw took his old place 
at centre, where he played last year. The 
rest of the team lined up as usual. Co- 
lumbia is confident of beating Syracuse 
on Thursday. 

It is reported from New Haven that the 
election of a Captain for next year’s Yale 
football team will not be held for several 
weeks, and may be put off until after 
Christmas vacation, as a number of the 
players have gone to their homes for a 
short rest. Edgar T. Glass will probably 
be elected, though Metcalf will also be a 
candidate. 

Yale’s net receipts from football this Fall 
Were unofficially announced yesterday as 
about $45,000, about $10,000 more than last 
year. Because of the discussion of eligi- 
bility rules of late between Yale and Hary- 
ard, Yale men are suggesting that a dis- 
interested arbitration board be formed to 
consider all protests, and there is also a 
movement among the graduates to take 
up the question of limiting all competition 
for the teams to undergraduates. 

Football is still the all-absorbing topic at 
Harvard, although a new turn has been 

ven to matters by the reports. which 

ve followed the big game. Harvard 
™men keenly resent the imputation that 
they are sore over their defeat or that 
they planned to sever connections with 
Yale in case they did not come out vic- 
torious. No one has ever entertained such 
a thought, and now that Yale has won 
gh and honestly, as every Harvard man 
frankly admits, what the Crimson wants 
above everything else is to get a speedy 
and honest revenge. This manifestly 
could not be obtained if relations were 
severed between the two. 

‘Harvard also resents the report that she 
fis looking into the records of Bowman and 
Metcalf. No one wishes a repetition of 
the Cutts affair, which would not give any 
satisfaction to Harvard, and would always 
be a sore spot to Yale. The election of 
Glass as Captain, however, is viewed in 
an altogether different light. Harvard 
ten think he has already played his four 
"Varsity years. and they think he should 
mow retire. Even in this matter, however, 
they jhave implicit confidence in Yale's 
authorities, and trust them to do what is 
fair and straightforward and satisfactory 
to Harvard ip the matter. 

Carl Marshall's election as Captain of the 
Crimison team is indorsed by every Harvard 
man. Their only concern now is that Mar- 
shall will get a competent, energetic head 
coach, a matter concerning which no defi- 
nite views can yet be entertained. Many 
names can be thought of, but few of their 
owners are in a position to accept the task. 
Marshall says he will not hurry the matter, 
but will take ample time to select a head 
coach who will turn out a victorious team 
mext year. 

It would be hard to find a more dejected 
crowd of football players than the Carlisle 
Indians after their return from the defeat 
by Virginia at Norfolk on Saturday. Coach 
Marner attributes the Indians’ failure to 
overconfidence and the fact that many of 
his men are lamed and bruised. Phillips 
has a bad knee, Lubo a crippled arm, weak 
knee and ankle, and a severe cold; Will- 
jams a broken finger and a cold, Johnson 
a broken nose and injured shoulder and 
knee, Bowen boils and abscegees on his fore- 
arm, Sheldon a sprained elbow, Beaver 
very weak eyes, Yarlett rheumatism, and 
Bradley is badly bruised. Work for the 
Thanksgiving game at Washington with 
Georgetown SySiveccity was begun yester- 
@ay with a morning, lecture by Coach War- 
mer and a short line-up for the purpose of 
developing some new plays. It is thought 
that President Roosevelt will attend the 
Washington game. 

Since the 'Varsity’s football season ended 
on Saturday last there is general activity 
among the various college class teams at 
Fordham because of the different 'Varsity 
players returning to their respective class 
elevens. The senior-sophomore game which 
was to have been played yesterday was 
postponed on account of five of the 1905 
eleven being absent. which will necessitate 
a slight change in the schedule.

CHANGES IN YACHTING RULES. 


The N. Y. Y. C. Next Monday Will Act 
on Proposed Amendments to 
Racing Laws. 


A special meeting of the New York Yacht 
Club to be held next Monday at the club- 
house, West Forty-fourth Street, will 
take final action on the. proposed amend- 
ments to the racing rules, which members 
concede will be adopted. The most impor- 
tant changes in the rules have caused a 
great deal of argument among the mem- 
bers of the smaller yacht clubs, which in 
the past have been governed generally by 
the New York Yacht Club laws. One of 
the changes proposed and _ practically 
agreed upon by the New York Yacht Club, 
relates to measurements for classification 
and time allowance. The new rule for rat- 
ing measurements provides that the formu- 
lae shall be the racing lengths multiplied 
by the square root of the sail area, divided 
by five t'mes the cube root of displacement. 

The new rules also provide that the meas- 
urement for .ength shall be obtained as 
follows: The mean of the length over all, 
exclusive of bulwarks and rail, and of the 
length on the load water plane, both meas- 
urements to be taken parallel to the mid- 
dle vertical plane and at a distance from it 
equal to one-quarter of the greatest beam 
at the load waterline. In case the width 
of the stern on deck exceeds one-half the 
greatest beam at the load waterline, the 
measurement for the length over all shall 
be taken to a point abaft the stern, where 
the continuation of the fair line of the top 
edge of the plankshear would intersect 
the quarter beam line. Specific measure- 
ments for sail area, providing a formula 
for each sail that may be used, are pre- 
scribed. Displacement is to be obtained as 


follows: At points dividing the length of 
the load waterline into five equal parts, 
find areas of immersed cross-sections in 
square feet; from the areas in square feet 
obtained and load waterline length, find 
approximate displacement in cubic feet, 
which will be the displacement in formula. 
The new rules provide a limit of eighteen 
feet draught exclusive of centreboard and 
require that any excess shall be added to 
the rating measurement. Limitations are 
put on load wateriine and sail area by 
providing further additions to rating meas- 
urement. The load waterline is to be the 
distance in a line between the 
points furthest forward and furthest aft, 
where the hull, exclusive of the rudder 
post. is intersected by the surface of the 
water when the yacht js afloat, in racing

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Stocks fluctuating materially yester- 
day were influenced by special factors. 
The general market showed no pro- 
nounced tendency so mych as to stay 
passive. More noteworthy than any- 
thing else was the failure of the bear 
contingent to knock down prices as they 
started in to do at the close of business 
on Saturday. They had arranged an ag- 
gressive campaign, and opening sales for 
the short account yesterday were in con- 
siderable volume. But a ready quiet 
buying disposition was encountered, and 
the bear onslaughts were appreciably 
modified. Net changes for the day show 
in very few instances declines of conse- 
quence.

It would be idle for friends of the se- 
curity market (the people who believe 
that quotations are lower than the ex- 
traordinary business prosperity of the 
country warrants) to commit themselves 
to the theory that all the important in- 
terests of Wall Street are finally ready 
to help along improvement. That they 
are not was indicated yesterday in a va- 
riety of ways; for the attacks made 
upon quotations did not all originate 
with the lesser traders of the board. The 
strong and adroit hand of eminent 
manipulators could here and there be 
distinguished plainly enough. But what 
further shows clearly is the new dispo- 
sition of bullishness upon the part of 
that group of important financiers which 
has most figured in public opinion as 
actively bearish throughout recent 
months. 


One incident of yesterday suggests the 
readiness of the Stock Exchange trading 
crowd to make bear mountains out of 
pettiest molehills. In the curio fight for 
control of the Colorado Fuel Company 
George J. Gould and E. H. Harriman 
have apparently taken conflicting posi- 
tions after originally agreeing to co- 
operate, Mr. Gould issuing a letter to 
Shareholders asking that proxies be 
made to him individually instead of to 
him and Mr. Harriman jointly. The ut- 
most that can be at stake in this collis- 
ion assuming that the announced differ- 
ences are actual rather than merely ap- 
parent—can very little affect or concern 
the general financial situation. Yet in 
Wall Street yesterday hosts of vocifer- 
ous oracles were proclaiming that here 
finally was the beginning of a destruct- 
fve corporation war. Some speculators 
sold stocks short on that theory. One of 
the stocks that they so sold was Colorado 
Tuel itself. It rose 3 points forthwith. 


In total transactions of less than 900,- 
000 shares Manhattan Elevated contrib- 
uted yesterday approximately 150,000 
shares, while New York Central and 
Pennsylvania (figuring again as reported 
factors in the much-bruited local trac- 
tion deal) contributed about 120,000 
more. All were eee New York Cen- 
tral approaching 160, a price higher than 
it has touched for some time past, while 
Manhattan’s gain in early transactions 


was 7 points, of which at the end of the

duction. To the contrary, the understand- 
ing is that loans have been very materially 
reduced, but that the reductions have been 
more by Western institutions and trust 
companies than by the local banks. 

It is said, also, that during the past few 
months this country’s ledebtedness abroad 
has been very matcrially reduced. Some 
banking interests estimate this reduction at 
$50,000,000, while one estimate puts the re- 
duction as high as $100,000,000. Manifestly 
some of the loans thus liquidated abroad 
may have been renewed here, and hence 
another cause for the small reduction at 
this point. 


AMMUNITION FOR THE BEARS. 

The bears and professionals in the stock 
market made much ado yesterday over the 
Colorado Fuel developments which showed 
George Gould apparently antagonistic to 
E. H. Harriman and Edwin Hawley. Ac- 
cording to the bears’ interpretation of the 
situation this signified not only that 
there was a misunderstanding between Mr. 
Gould and Mr. Harriman, but that the re- 


lations, personal and business, of these 
railroad leaders were badly strained.  In- 
deed, by some extreme people the situa- 
tion was likened unto that which existed at 
the time of the Northern Pacific contest. 

Then, too, the new developments in the 
Western Union-Pennsylvania fight 
dwelt upon at length; it being declared that 
in the end this was bound to precipitate a 
serious struggle between the Gould and 
Pennsylvania following, in which the 
Standard Oil, Vanderbilt, and Morgan in- 
terests might be involved.

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CALLED OUT AS TEST 


Capt. Piper Summons Police to 
. Grand Central Palace. 


rinds 328 Men Respond Under Two- 
Platoon System, as Against 191 Un- 
der the Three Platoon at Time 
of Subway Disaster. 


Policemen dashing from every station 
house in the Borough of Manhattan yes- 
terday afternoon attracted the attention 
and aroused the curiosity of passers-by. 
Many of the peace guardians were but- 
toning their coats as they ran for trolley 
cars, the motormen of which they instruct- 
ed to make no stops to pick up new pas- 
sengers. All the cars boarded by the po- 
lice were bound in the direction of the 
Grand Central Palace, Forty-fourth Street 
and Lexington Avenue, when a riot call 
had been sent. 

As the reserve detachments reached the 
designated place they were greeted by a 
one-armed man of military bearing, hold- 
ing a watch in his hand. He was Deputy 
Commissioner Piper, engaged in testing the 
two-platoon system. When those who had 
respoded to the summons had been counted 
they were found to include 1 Captain, 2 
Sergeants, 17 Roundsmen, and 317 patrol- 
men. 

At the time of the Park Avenue subway 
disaster Commissioner Partridge found that 
reserve force of police was inadequate un- 
der the three-platoon system, and soon 
afterward the two-platoon rule was re- 
vived. Since then there has been a per- 
sistent effort on the part of the members 
of the uniformed force and their friends 
to have the three-platoon plan restored. 

Commissioner Partridge, Deputy Com- 
missioner Piper, and Chief Inspector Cort- 
right several days ago decided to test the 
existing system, so at exactly 3:05 o’clock 
yesterday the telephone bell at Police 
Headquarters rang, and Inspector Cort- 
right was connected by request of the 
man at the other end. 

“This is Commissioner Piper,” came }the 
voice. ‘ Send to Grand Central Palace all 
the reserve force from every precinct be- 
low the Bronx except the sub-stations.” 

* What’s happened?” asked the Inspect- 
or, feigning that he was not aware of the 
expected message. 

“There's a big 
reply. 

Then the telephone bells in the 
Station houses began to tinkle, and the 
message was-repeated to each one. Deputy 
Commissioner Piper had stationed himself 
near the Grand Central Palace, and, wait- 
ing for the policemen to arrive, noted the 
space ot time between his message and 
their arrival. Soon two squads, followed 
by a large crowd, came from the Tender- 
loin Station and the East Fifty-first Street 
Station, commanded by Capt. Lantry, in 
whose precinct is the Grand Central Palace. 

No sign of disturbance greeted the blue- 
coats when they began to arrive. They 
ran from the platforms of the elevated 
Stations, they jumped from the surface 
cars, and they clambered out of patrol 
wagons. Their evident haste only served 
to attract a large crowd, which after the 
exictement was all over gave the police- 
men a laugh of derision. 

As the squads arrived from the different 
precincts they were told to go to the main 
hall in the building, where Deputy Com- 
missioner Piper told them the reason of 
their unexpected call to duty 

The expressions on the countenances of 
nearly all the policemen was that of sur- 
prise. When they realized that it was a test 
that should have weight in 
before the Police Commissioner and the 
Mayor the future prospects of the two- 
platoon system Which their organizations 
have been fighting, they seemed chagrined, 
and did not care to speak of the matter. 

The Deputy Commissioner told the 
men that he was much pleased with the re- 
sult of the test, and then ortered them 
back to their respective precincts After 
reaching Police Headquarters Capt. Piper 
made a statement showing the comparative 
number of the reserve force of the depart- 
ment which responded to the Park Avenue 
explosion and the number which appeared 
when summoned to the call yesterday. 

o | ordered the mobilization of the re- 
serves of certain precincts this afternoon,” 
he said, “for the purpose of gaining infor- 
mation as to their efficiency I wanted to 
see what portion of the reserve would re- 
spond to an emergency call: and also how 
many would not respond, and the reasons 
why. It.is understood, of course, that some 
portion of the reserve is sick, in court, or 
absent on leave, and it is also understood 
that one or two men will always be re- 
tained at the station house for house duty 
ae. selected the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, 
Reighth, Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, 
Phirteenth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Six- 
teenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Nine- 
teenth, Twentieth, Twenty-first, Twenty- 
second, Twenty-fourth, Twenty-fifth 
Twenty-sixth, Twenty-eighth, Twenty- 
ninth, Thirtieth, Thirty-first, and Thirty- 
second Precincts for this mobilization, be- 
cause these were the precincts whose re- 
serves were called for on the occasion of 
the subway explosion at Forty-second 
Street and Fourth Avenue on Jan. 27 last, 
and I desired to compare the results as ob- 
tained in January under the three-platoon 
system with those obtained to-day under 
the two-platoon system. The cails were 
sent @ut without any previous warning to 
the precincts. I designated the Grand 
Central Palace as the rendezvous, as that 
was the nearest place to the \point where 
the explosion occurred, 

“On Jan, 27 6 Sergeants, 16 Roundsmen, 
and 169 patrolmen, or a total of 191, re- 
sponded, and to-day 1 Captain, 2 Sergeants, 
1 Roundsmen, and 308 patrolmen, or a 
total of 328, reported.”’ 

As to how many failed te respond to the 
order for the reserve force wili not be 
known until to-day, when the reports from 
the various Captains will be sent to Police 
Headquarters. Capt. Piper, however, said 
that he did not think there were many ab- 
sentees. 

At the time of the recent explosion in 
Madison Square. Capt. Piper said, Inspector 
Brooks had 1,000 policemen with him to pre- 
serve order, and that is about the largest 
force ef policemen ever on duty at a single 
point in the city. 


JAMES HAMILTON LEWIS TALKS. 


The ex-Congressman’s Views as to the 
Situation in the Democracy in 
Regard to 1904. 


Ex-Congressman James Hamilton Lewis 
of Washington, who is now the Vice Presi- 
dent and general counsel of the Beet Sugar 
Trust and makes his residence in Chicago, 
was at the Hoffman House last night. 
Asked for the Western view of the latest 
message of ex-President Cleveland to the 
Democracy of the country, Mr. Lewis said: 

“Mr. Cleveland lives in the memory of 
yesterday. I have great admiration for 


Mr. Cleveland, but I do not think he is 
fully abreast of the times in his political 
views. The trouble with Mr. Cleveland is 
that he thinks the god of Democracy has 
but one rest. And I may add that that 
prophet has but one message. Taxation is 
@ great question. The tariff is only one 
branch of that question. There are other 
questions of equaily vital importance which 
press upon the country for a solution. 

“The belief in the West is that the nom- 
ination lies between three men. These men 
are David Bennett Hill of New York, 
Richard Olney of Massachusetts, and Tom 

. Johnson of Ohio. Mr. Bryan will not 
again be a candidate. There is now a con- 
servative and a liberal faction in the Demo- 
cratic Party. If the conservatives have the 
upper hand in the convention, my belief is 
that Mr. Olney will be nominated, provided 
Mr. Hill is ee te throw his strength 
to him without delay. I think the division 
among the Democrats of his own State over 
his leadership will opepate to prevent Mr. 
Hill’s nomination. If Mr. Hill should show 
any hesitancy about throwing his support 
to Mr. Olney, then I believe that Mr. John- 
son will be nominated, for notwithstanding 
the recent reverse which he met with in 
Ohio, no man, in my judgment, more near- 
ly typifies the liberal sentiment of the 
party than does Mr. Johnson.”

WANTS HUNTINGTON INVENTORY 


Walter Morshead’s Motion Against the 
Estate’s Executor in the Sur- 
rogates’ Court.

In the Surrogates’ Court a motion to com- 
pel the executors of the estate of C. P. 
Huntington to file an inventory is to be 
argued on Dec. Walter Morshead of 
London and New York brings the action on 
behalf of himself and other stockholders of 
the Central Pacific Railroad. Mr. Mors- 
head has for some years been active in 
presenting his claims against those who 
managed the deal by which the Southern 
Pacific absorbed the Central Pacific. 

It is his claim that Collis P. Hunting- 
ton, Leland Stanford, Charles Crocker, 
and Mark Hopkins fraudulently obtained 
$100,000,000 belonging to the stockholders. 
He asserts that as Directors of the Central 
Pacific they turned over to construction 
companies controlled by them $163,000,000, 
including $30,000,000 of Government bonds 
loaned for building the road. Of this sum 
he states that but $60,000,000 was expended 
in construction and equipment, and tnat 
the other money was pocketed by the “ big 
four.”’ Q 

The defendants in 
H. Tweed, Isaac E, Gates, and Arabella 
Huntington, executors of the estate of 
Collis P. Huntington, and the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad. The inventory is asked 
that the prosecution may bring action 
against the others if the estate is not suf- 
ficient to satisfy the claim.

Doorman the Thirtieth Person of the 
Bedford Avenue Precinct to Die 
in Few Years. 


Richard P. Tighe, a doorman attached to 
the Bedford Avenue Police Station, Will- 
iamsburg, died on Sunday night at his 
home, 650 Metropolitan Avenue, after an 
illness of a few days from Bright’s disease. 

The death of Tighe makes the thirtieth 
among policemen attached to the precinct 
within the last few years. Many of the 
policemen, it is said, are alarmed and in- 
tend to apply for a transfer to other pre- 
cincts. Only a few days ago the crape in 
front of the station house building, at Bed- 
forl Avenue and North First Street, was 
removed. It had been put up for Police- 
man Haffner. For the greater part of the 
time in a long period the station has been 
kept in mourning for some one attached to 
the precinct. 


Fatality Pursues Constables. 
George W. Brown died at his home, 93 
Jewett Avenue, Jersey City, on Sunday. 
He was fifty years old, and was a con- 
stable detailed as doorkeeper to the Court 
of Common Pleas. His official number 


was 13, and he was the third constable 
holding the position to die within three 
years. All were Republicans, and all were 
elected from the Ninth Ward. The coinci- 
dence does not end here, for James Gill- 
ease and L. W. Landrine, the other Re- 
publican constables elected from the same 
ward, have died within the same period. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


ACTION ON UNDERTAKING IN REPLEVIN.— 
The defense in an action on an undertak- 
ing brought in the Municipal Court by John 
Verra against Domenico Constantino and 
another was that as no final judgment had 
been rendered in the replevin action, in 
which the undertaking had been given, no 
recovery could be had, The defendants 
cited authority for their position that 
section of the Municipal Court act which 
provides that a plaintiff who has recov- 
ered a final judgment cannot maintain an 
action on an undertaking given by a de- 
fendant until the return of an execution 
wholly or partly unsatisfied. The same 
section is also made applicable to a like 
case where a defendant is the prevailing 
party. John Verra’s assignor, Raffaelo 
Baltinetti, was the defendant in the replev- 
in suit, and it was for the taking of his 
goods that the bond had been given, The 
sureties admitted that the goods had been 
taken; that the plaintiff never even went 
so far as to place the case on the calendar 
tor trial, and had practically abandoned the 
suit. Justice William Rasquin, Jr., decides 
that to allow the defendants’ contention 
would be to defeat the ends of justice, and 
would place a defendant whose goods had 
been taken in a replevin action, afterward 
abandoned, in a position without a remedy. 
After reviewing the statutes applicable, 
Justice Rasquin refers as authority for his 
decision to the case of Tyler vs. Millen, 
(8 Weekly Digest, 290.) That case arose 
out of a replevin action in a Justice's court. 
A horse had been taken from one Howland, 
ufter an undertaking had been given. The 
plaintiff, as soon as he got the horse, dis- 
continued the action. The Appellate Court 
held that when the plaintiff ‘* discontinued 
the action he was guilty of a breach of the 
condition of his bond, and became liable 
for damages. His conduct was an attempt 
to pervert the law by gaining possession 
of the horse and stopping proceedings in 
time to retain such possession, and thus 
compel the defendant to revive the action 
on his own behalf.”

Witt GIVEN VALIDITY By Its COoDICILs.— 
Surrogate Daniel Noble of Queens County 
has decided, in re will of Mary Anne Doug- 
lass, that a paper propounded as the de- 
cedent’s will, while not signed at the end 
as required by law, is given validity from 
the fact that it is accompanied by two 
codicils, duly executed and referring to and 
reaffirming the will. ‘‘ In the earlier cases,” 
said the Surrogate, ‘“‘ the rule is declared 
that, where the codicil distinctly revers 
to and identifies the will and reaffirms the 
same, the will and codicil together consti- 
tute the will of the testator, and that the 
provisions of the former may be treated as 


embodied in the latter, and both may be 
treated as if executed and published at the 
same time.” The following language of 
Judge Andrews of the Court of Appeals is 
quoted: ‘It is established by a long line 
of authorities that any written testament- 
ary document in existence at the execution 
of a will may, by reference, be incorporated 
into and become a part of the will, provided 
the reference in the will is distinct and } 
clearly identifies, or renders capable of 
identification, by the aid of extrinsic proof, 
the document to which reference is made.’

DEBTS OF A. GOODMAN & CO. 


Allegations That the Firm Sold Eggs 
Considerably Below the Market 
Price to Realize Money.

A petition in involuntary bankruptcy was 
filed yesterday against Abraham, Tobias 
and Elias Goodman, who composed the firm 
of A. Goodman & Sons, wholesale dealers 
in butter and eggs at 94 Warren Street, by 
George W. De Lacy for the following 
named creditors: W. W. Elzea, $2,677; San- 
born-Farrell Company, $445; W. A. Scar- 
borough & Co., $1,552; George M. Ritten- 
house & Co., $1,195; North American Stor- 
age Company, $1,127; Emerson, Marlow & 
Co., $1,001; Zimmer & Dunkak, $549, and 
George W. Martin & Brother, $899. 

It was alleged that they are insolvent; 
that they owe more than $30,000, and that, 
having no other assets whatever, they sold 
large quantities of eggs which they had 
purchased at 234% cents per dozen, and were 
worth in the market 25 cents a dozen, for 
184%, cents per dozen. The firm had no capi- 
tal rating at Bradstreet'’s. The business 
Was started ten years ago by Abraham 
Goodman, and the firm of A. Goodman & 
Sons was formed in 1898. 

It was said that Abraham Goodman re- 
tired from the firm on July 1 last, but cred- 
itors said yesterday that they did not know 
that he had retired and that they had sold 
the goods to the firm on the strength of his 
responsibility. The creditors had received 
no notice of the retirement of the senior 
partner and had not seen any advertise- 
ment of it. The store was closed yesterday, 
and only a few boxes were there. 

Judge Adams of the United States Dis- 
trict Court appointed Addison S. Pratt tem- 
porary receiver of the assets on the appli- 
cation of W. W. Elzea, one of the largest 
creditors. 


BUILDING TRADES LOCKOUT. 


New Rochelle Plumbers Had Refused to 
Remit Two Fines. 


A general lock-out was declared yester- 
day by the Builders and Contractors’ As- 
sociation of New Rochelle and vicinity af- 
fecting about 1,500 men until a fine of $50 
each against two members of the Plumbers’ 
Union, the non-payment of which resulted 
in a strike of the Plumbers, is remitted. 
All the workers in the building trades from 
Mount Vernon to the Connecticut line were 
forced to quit work by the lockout. 

The trouble started with a general strike 
a short time ago when the unions affiliated 
with the Building Trades’ Council with 
which the Plumbers’ Union is connected, 
quit work because of a disagreement be- 
tween the plumbers and their employers. 
The plumbers compromised the trouble and 
declared the strike off, but before the 
strike had ended two plumbers returned 
to work. 

These two men were fined $50 each for re- 
turning to work without permission of their 
union, They declined to pay and the other 
plumbers in the shop where they worked 
went on strike. The action of the Plumb- 
ers’ Union was sustained by the Building 
Trades’ Council. The Builders and Con- 
tractors’ Association held that the fines 
were unjustly imposed.

James L. Starbuck, a broker, representing 
Haight & Freese in Brooklyn, died at his 
home, 532 Flatbush Avenne, on Saturday 
from blood poisoning resulting from an op- 
eration for the relief of a corn. 

Mr. Starbuck was born in Union City, 
Ind., fifty-four years ago, and moved to 
Brooklyn recently. His body was sent to 
Union City for burial Sunday. 


PHYSICIAN IS CONVICTED. 


Dr. John Le Pinto, a well-known east 
side physician having offices at 212 and 205 
Grand Street, yesterday was convicted by 
a jurv in Judge Moore's court, Long Island 
City, of violating the Health Code in 
Queens Borough. He was placed on trial 
again immediately on a second indictment, 
based upon the same charge. 

The allegation was that Dr. Le Pinto had 
been called into consultation by Dr. Luigi 
Di Ambrosio of Brooklyn, after Antonio 
Paretto, a boy, had died of diphtheria, and 
that the doctor, although registered in 
New York and Brooklyn, was not registered 
in Queens, but had given a death certifi- 
cate instead of notifying the Coroner. The 
second trial was based on the allegation 
that he gave a false death certificate, as he 
had not attended the boy while living. As 
soon as the Le Pinto jury retires this 
morning Dr. Ambrosio will be placed on 
trial on charges growing out of the same 
case.

Woman Admits Having Sent Them Dur- 
ing Last Twenty Years—One to 
Mrs. Roosevelt. 


Mrs. Annie Mayers, sixty years old and 
prosperous looking, of 329 East Thirty- 
second Street, was sent to the Workhouse 
for six months by Magistrate Crane, in the 
Yorkville Police Court yesterday, as a 
vagrant.
